Paris, June 26 (By A. P.).—The 
first administrative act of Joseph 
Caillaux, as minister of finance in 
the new Briand cabinet, was to re-

This act, which ordinarily would 
have been received as a sensational 
measure justifying the reputation 
of the finance minister for audacity, 
has been received calmly, as it has 
been discounted for some time. 

M. Robineau, who long has been 
an opponent of inflation, has been 
at grips with the French ministry 
ever since the radical socialist 
coalition came into power in 1924. 
He also has been a staunch op- 
ponent of the use of the gold re- 
serve in the Bank of’ France in an 
effort to stabilize the franc. 


Clashed With Herriot. 


The first serious crisis in his re- 
lations with the French ministry 
came in the spring of 1925. The 
Herriot government, then in power, 
urgently requiring funds to meet 
demands for the reimbursement of 
the national defense bonds, de- 
manded advances from the Bank 
of France in excess of the limit 
authorized by parliament. M. Ro- 
bineau at that time gave way to the 
demands of the Herriot govern- 
ment rather than be responsible for 
the consequences of a default on 
the bonds, 

Recently the Bank of France was 
urged by the Briand government 
to use part of its gold reserve to 
protect the franc on the theory that 
1,000,000,000 francs in gold would 
repatriate most of the French paper 
money abroad and prevent its being 
thrown on the market continually to 
the detriment of the exchange. M. 
Robineau and the regents of the 
bank refused to acquiesce in this 
proposal. 

Others May Resign. 


Today’s announcement that M. 
Robineau had been replaced as gov- 
ernor was preceded by a conference 
among G. Caillaux, M. Robineau and 
several regents of the bank. Ac- 
cording to some reports, several of 
the regents threatened to hand in 
their resignations if M. Robineau 
was sacrificed.

“There is to be, however, no ef- 
fort to prevent a full and free ex- 
pression of opinions by those who 
do not agree with me at the meet- 
ing Monday night. Our invitation 
has been issued in good faith be- 
cause we want the parents of our 
district to tell us. what they want 


'us to tell the board of education as 


their representative.”’ 

Citizens’ associations which have 
recorded their opposition include 
the Piney Branch, Stanton Park, 
Edgewood, the Georgetown Civic 
association and the Federation of 
Civie associations. 

Among parent-teacher associa- 
tions which have registered opposi- 
tion are the Henry D. Cooke asso- 
ciation, Carbery, Langley Junior 
high, Douglass-Simmons and Brent- 
Dent associations.

St, Nazaire, France, June 27 (By 
‘A. P.).—The ideals which stirred 
Americans upon the entry of the 
United States into the world war 
are still essential characteristics of 
the American nation, Ambassador 
Myron T. Herrick said today in an 
address at the unveiling of a 
monument commemorating the 
landing of the first American 
Aroops on French soil nine years 
‘ago. 

Speaking before a great crowd 
of French and American citizens, 
dncluding John J. Pershing, Am- 
‘assador Herrick asserted that -be- 
lief that the United States had be- 
come a nation of materialists was 
not true. 

Standing within a short distance 
of a great monument designed by 
Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney, the 
Ambassador declared that he did 
not believe the verdict of history 
would show that the United States 
had ever cringed when she was 
weak or had ever been arrogant 
when she was strong. 


Proud of Fair Dealing. 
) “We look all

record of fair dealing with all na- 


tions in the past, and calmly de- 
termined to continue this course in 
the future,’’ the Ambassador said. 
"We say to them as Byron said to 
Tom Moore: 
“ *Here’s a tear for those that love 
me 
And a smile for those that hate, 
And whatever sky’s above me 
Heré’s a heart for any fate.’ 
Asserting that innuendoes had 
been spread that the United States 
had been stirred by selfish interests 
in entering the war, he continued: 
“Every American should take 
pains to scotch this lie. The Ameri- 
ean’s capacity for willing self-sacri- 
fice for any cause he holds dear 
was not suddenly born in 1917, it 
has been his dominant characteristic 
for at least 200 years. It is as 
much alive in our people today as 


44 was when we declared war. and 


wé all know full well that during 
the three horrible years which pre- 
ceded that date it was neither dead 
hor sleeping.”’ 

After presenting the monument 
to France, Ambassador Herrick con- 
gratulated the committee of Ameri- 
cans which raised the funds for its 
erection and paid tribute to the 
genius of Mrs. Whitney who had 
created the inspiring statue. 

-M. Leygues, minister cf marine, 
who accepted the statue on behalf of 
the French nation, paid tribute to 
the American expeditionary force 
and its valorous service. He also 
expressed the deep admiration and 
love which France bears to Gen. 
ershing personally. 

Breaking his silence for the first 
time since his arrival in France, 
Gen. Pershing at the banquet ten- 


» dered by the St. Nazaire Chamber 
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of Commerce voiced his pleasure 
at being present at the unveiling. 
He paid special tribute to Gen. 
Rockenbach as organizer of the St. 
Nazaire base, and concluded. 

“I desire to express my appre- 
elation to the people of St. Nazaire 
for what they did to bring the war 
to an end. They could scarcely call 
their homes their own,’as the Amer- 
idans were billeted upon an hour’s 
notice. I wish to extend to the peo- 
ple of St. Nazaire the greetings of 
the American army for making it 
nossible for us to find ourselves at 
liome in a strange land.”’

TOBIN HOME, OPPOSED 
TO GENERAL STRIKES 


His Report on Labor 
Outlook Abroad. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, June 26 (By A. 
P.).—Daniel J. Tobin, Indianapolis’ 
president of the International 
Teamsters union, who recently 
returned from Europe where he 
made a survey of labor condi- 
tions, said here today that he was 
opposed to any general strike in the 
United States. 

“IT am firmly opposed to any gen- 
eral strike in the United States,” 
said Tobin. ‘I have been through 
strikes and I know what they mean. 
And I don’t see where the general 
strike did the workmen any good 
in England. But I am not critciz- 
ing them.”’ 

Tobin, who also is treasurer of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
today made a report of his findings 
of general labor conditions in Eu-

rope to the executive council of the | 


federation, in session here. 

“I would also say that the pur- 
poses of the general strike in Eng- 
land were entirely exaggerated and 
misstated in the American press,” 
said Tobin. ‘‘There was no thought 
of a revolution on the part of Brit- 
ish workers. They are 100 per, cent 
patriotic, and 90 per cent of them 
are opposed to bolshevism and com- 
munism.”’ 


Actors Organize 
World Association 


Berlin, June 26 (By A. 
An Actors’ International associa- 
tion was formed today by the In- 
ternational Actors congress. Rus- 
sian actors, however, declined to 
join the association but announced 
that they would continue to main- 
tain their relations with the actors 
of the entire. world.

The incident arose during a dis- 
cussion on the age of warships; it 
was really a clash between the 
French and British experts. By a 
unanimous vote, the naval experts 
had accepted the French proposal 
that there seemed no doubt that the 
effective value of the tonnage of 
naval armaments, generally speak- 
ing, decreased with age. 

The British then moved that as 
age was one of the factors which 
would inevitably be taken into con- 
sideration in any standard of com- 
parison between navies, all discus- 
sion of the question of age should 
be closed, or at least deferred until 
the full military committee was 
ready to take up the problem of 
the limitation of armaments and 
methods of limitation. The British 
motion was adopted.

U. S. Votes Against France. 


At this juncture the French intro- 
duced another proposal, as to 
whether from a technical stand- 
point, it was possible to set up a 
standard for a comparison of naval 
armaments without supplementing 
it with a standard of comparison of 
tonnage by the method of measur- 
ing the age of such armaments. 

The British and some other ex- 
perts argued that the proposal was 
out of order since the age discus- 
sion was closed. The French, how- 
ever. insisted, asserting that they 
would withdraw from the committee 
unless a vote was taken, and make 
a separate report to the main milli- 
tary committee. 

To prevent a possible rupture, the 
chairman put the French proposa! to 
a vote, and it was decisively defeat- 
ed as the French wished it to be. 
Twelve nations yoted in the nega- 
tive and only one, the United States, 
voted affirmatively. Six countries 
abstained. 

The American delegation explain- 
ed its affirmative vote by saying 
that it believed it was possible to 
set up a standard of comparison 
without providing a method of 
measuring the ace of armaments. 
Age, the Americans argued, could 
not be considered as a standard of 
comparison of the. strength of 
navies, but should be taaxen into 
consideration in a discussion of any 
standard of measurement of fleets. 

Addressing the military subcom- 
mittee Maj. Gen. Nolan entered a 
reservation in behalf of the Ameri- 
can delegation concerning the action 
of the committee yesterday in decid- 
ing that war material was not a 
primary and practical standard for 
measuring land armaments. Gen. 
Nolan explained that the Americans 
believed that any determination of 
military strength should include 
both personnel and material, 
though he admitted that in general 
personnel was of first importance. 


Chicago Death Rate 
Called the Lowest 


Chicago, June 26 (By A. P.).— 
Chicago leads the world in health, 
according to statistics released to- 
night by Herman N. Bundesen, 
commissioner of health. Dr. Bun- 
desen’s report shows a death rate 
of 11.5 per thousand for Chicago 
last year, while the nearest com- 
petitors are Berlin with a rate of 
11.7 and New York with 12.2 per 
thousand. 

Philadelphia, Buenos Aires, Paris, 
Bombay and Calcutta follow in or- 
der, with Calcutta having more 
than 32 deaths for each thousand 
residents.

_|Digging at Spot, However, 
Fails to Reveal Body, De- 
spite Affidavit by Girl. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., June 26 
(By A. P.).—Whether Adrian B. 
Orton, Greenfield farmer, is buried 
as a murderer’s victim on a moun- 
tain farm in Saratoga county, or is 
in a Chautauqua county grave, 
dead as the result of an saccident 
years ago, was the problem which 
confronted authorities tonight.

Davidson, who was arrested in 
Alexandria recently where he was 
traced by Washington police, still 
is held in the Alexandria jail await- 
ing receipt of official demand for 
his’ extradition to California. His 
arrest was made at request of Cali- 
fornia authorities following his sen- 
sationa] testimony at the Capitol. 
He spoke from experience, he said. 
He has declared to Alexandria and 
Washington police that his arrest 
now is the result of spite and that 
his accusers were afraid to proceed 
against him in the past.

Of Gold-Rush Days 


An echo of the “days of °49”’’ 
was heard at the War Department 
yesterday in a query from relatives 
of the late Francisco de la Guerra 
for information concerning the ac- 
tivities of Lieut. Col. John C. Fre- 
mont, in an effort to substantiate 
a claim against the government for 
loss of horses said to have been 
taken by Fremont when in com- 
mand of United States troops in 
California in 1849-51. 

Investigation showed that Lieut. 
Col. Fremont resigned from the 
army in 1848, and did not enter 
again until 1861. A further search 
of the so-called ‘California claims’’ 
during the period 1846-47, which 
were incurred by Lieut.

Level Ground Desired. 


The rather precipitate slope of 
the site, it is explained, would in a 
measure contradict the plan of the 
commission to develop park areas 
much as_ possible on level 
ground.

Results of firing at the Elliott 
trophy match held at marine rifle 
range, Quantico, for the last two 
weeks, made public yesterday, 
showed Marine barracks team from 
Quantico winner, with a record score 
of 1,536.

POWER THREATENED 
IN FALL ELECTION 


Rimocratic Chances to Swing 
‘ Majority in Upper Body 
Apparent. 


FARM AND DRY ISSUES 
WORRY CAMPAIGNERS 


G. 0. P. Internal Strife Creates 
Much Concern in Old 
ouare _ 


By ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Recent developments have great- 
ly increased the danger of losing 
control of the Senate, which the 
Republican party facing in the 
congressional elections next No- 
vember. 

The House now appears to be 
reasonably assured to the Repub- 
licans, but it will be little short ofa 
miracle if they succeed in preserv- 
ing a majority in the Senate. 

The party in power is beset 
more than the 
variety of adverse 
an off-year election. In addi- 
tion to the customary reaction 
against the dominant party in the 
midterm elections there is dissatis- 
faction in the traditionally Repub- 
lican agricultural States with the 
Republican record on farm relief 
legislation, and there is division in 
the party on the prohibition issue. 

Not only do the Democrats stand 
an excellent chance of regaining 
Senate seats won by the Republi- 
cans in the Harding landslide in 
normally Democratic States, but, 
with party lines going to smash in 
some States on the question of 
modifying the Volstead act, wet 
Democratic candidates for the Sen- 
ate may carry some normally Re- 
publican States. 


Fight in 


It now is apparent that the elec- 
tion will be one of the most critical 
struggles between the two great 
parties in many years. If the Re- 
publicans, in spite of their heavy 
handicaps, should succeed in re- 
taining control of the Senate, as 
well as the House, the prestige of 
the G. O. P. would be enormously 
enhanced, while that of the Jeffer- 
sonians would drop pretty close to 
zero. For it would mean that the 
Democrats could not win, with the 
cards all in their favor, and raise 
the question of their ability ‘to 
make an effective bid for the Presi- 
dency in 1928. 

If the Democrats should win the 
Senate, if not the House, they would 
gain in party prestige and would be 
inspired with high hopes of staging 
a spectacular comeback in 1928. 
With one chamber of Congress in 
their power the Democrats would be 
able to veto legislation proposed by 

esident Coolidge, and -with both 
houses controlled either outright or 
through coalition ‘with insurgent 
Republicans the opposition party 
might embarrass the administration 
prodigiously by passage of tariff re- 
vision and other legislation, which 
even if vetoed. would furnish a 
foundation for Democratic bid for 
power in 1928.

Has Present Majority. 


The Senate is 
55 Republicans, 
1 Farmer-labor 


now composed of 
40 Democrats and 
senator, Mr. Ship- 
stead, of Minnesota. A loss of seven 
seats would leave the Republicans 
one short of a majority, unless all 
elected as Republicans and Senator 
Shipstead were to join in organizing 
the Senate. Even then, with six or 
seven Republicans classed as irreg- 
ular and voting as often with the 
Democrats as with their party, the 
G. O. P. would not be assured of 
control of legislation. And there is 
no assurance that Smith W. Brook- 
hart, if elected in Iowa, and Senator 
Frazier, of North Dakota, both of 
whom the Senate Republicans read 
out of the party, would vote with 
the regulars to organize the Senate. 

The House is now composed of 
247 Republicans, 183 Democrats 
and 5 independents. A loss of ap- 
proximately 30 seats on paper would 
entail loss of control of the body— 
actually less than that number, as 
the Wisconsin and some other in- 
surgents would regain the balance 
of power they held in the last Con- 
gress. 

There are 34 senators to be elect- 
ed in November. Of these contest- 
ed seats, 27 are now held by Re- 
publicans and 7 by Democrats. The 
seven Democratic seats are all in 
the solid South and their retention 
is assured. The battle is wholly 
on ground now held by Repub- 
licans. The Democrats have every- 
thing to win and nothing to lose: 
the Republicans everything to lose 
and nothing to gain. That the Re- 
publicans will lose some seats ap- 
pears a certainty. How many is 
the question. 


Democrats’ Opportunity. 


. .The predicament of the Repub- 
licans is seen at a glance when it is 
stated that with the loss of seven 
seats endangering control of the 
Senate there are 14 of the 27 Re- 
publican seats which the Demo- 
ecrats have a fair chance of win- 
ning, according to present indica- 
tions. In the case of nearly all of 
these fourteen seats the contest will 
be a bitter one and the outcome in 
dceubt until the votes are counted.

One of the biggest elements of 
uncertainty for the Republicans is 
furnished by the spreading senti- 
ment in favor of modification of the 
national prohibition law to enable 
the several States to define intoxi- 
cating liquor. 

Illinois is an overwhelmingly Re- 
publican State, yet such is the re- 
action against bone-dry prohibition 
that George Brennan, Democratic 
candidate for the Senate on a modi- 
fication platform, may defeat Col. 
Frank Smith, the Republican nomi- 
nee, who will have the support of 
the drys. 

It is already apparent party lines 
will be considerably bent, if not 
broken, in the Illinois balloting. 
Brennan will receive an enormous 
wet Republican vote, chiefly in Chi- 
cago, East St. Louis, Peoria, Joliet 
and other cities, while dry Demo- 
crats who place prohibition above 
party will support Smith. 

In New York Senator Wadsworth 
is assured of renomination, but is 
far from certain of reelection. The 
drys have organized a bolt from the 
Republican ticket in support of for- 
mer State Senator Cristman, inde- 
pendent dry candidate for senator. 
The Democratic candidate is yet to 
be selected, but that he will be as 
wet as Wadsworth is a certainty. 
Here, also, party lines will not count 
for much in November, as drys ex- 
pect to elect their candidate for sen- 
ator through division of the wets 
between Wadsworth and the Demo- 
cratic nominee. Wadsworth expects 
to win through flivvering of the dry 
bolt up-State, where he is particu- 
larly strong. The Der ocrats see 4 
chance to gain a Senate seat 
through the splitting of the Repub- 
lican party by the dry bolt. 


Wet Issue in Missouri. 
Prohibition is the paramount is- 
sue in both the Republican and

Senator Williams has dry 
opposition in the Republican pri- 
mary. Congressman Hawes is seek 
ing the Democratic nomination for 
senator on a wringing wet platform 
and has dry rivals. 

In Ohio, modification is an issue 
that will determine the Democratic 
nomination. The wet candidate is 
former Senator Atlee Pomerene. 
His dry opponent in the primary is 
a woman, Florence EB. Allen, asso- 
ciate justice of the State supreme 
court. If Pomerene wins there will 
be a spectacular battle over the 
modification question between him 
and Senator Willis, who presum- 
ably will be renominated and who 
is as dry as the Antisaloon league. 
Defeat of Willis. by Pomerene 
would pregject the latter into the 
1928 campaign as a candidate for 
the DPDemecratic nomination for 
Presfdent. 

Oklahoma, Kentucky, Nevada, 
Arizona and Maryland are normal- 
ly doubtful States. Kentucky, for 
the first time, has two Republican 
senators, the others a Republican 
and Democrat each. The Republi- 
cans will be hard put to it to hold 
the Oklahoma and Maryland seats 
and might easily lose the others, 
too. 

In Massachusetts the Republican 
cry will be to support the President 
by returning his cldse friend and 
political manager, Senator Butler, 
chairman of the Republican nation- 
al committee. The Democrats, 
however, will have a forceful and 
popular candidate in the person of 
former Senator David I. Walsh, 
and they will have a good chance 
to win. The world e¢ourt as well 
as prohibition will be an issue in 
this as in other States, where sen- 
ators who voted for the world 
court resolution are seeking. re- 
election. Butler will be compelled 
to defend his vote for the court, 
with Walsh a militant anticourt 
opponent. The prohibition lines 
have not been drawn, but if Butler 
runs wet, Walsh will run wetter. 


Warfare in G. O. P. Ranks. 


In lowa the situation depends on 
whether the Republican factions 
bury the hatchet and support Brook- 
hart. If they do Brookhart will 
win, otherwise the Democrats may 
elect their candidate for senator 


through Republican defection, as the 
the Senate decided they had elected 
Senator Steck over Brookhart in 
1924. 

There is internal warfare in the 
Republican party ‘\n_ California, 
where the Hiram Johnson wing is 
opposing the renomination of Sen- 
ator Shortridge. The latter voted 
for the world court and supported 
the nomination of Wallace McCam- 
ant, of Oregon, for appointment to 
the Federal bench. The appoint- 
ment of McCamant, whom Johnson 
accused of treachery to him in the 
1920 national convention, angered 
the California senator. He set out 
to defeat the nomination and suc- 
ceeded, and he has not forgiven 
Shortridge for crossing him in this 
and other matters. The Johnson 
candidate against Shortridge is 
Robert N. Clarke, of Los Angeles. 
The Democrats are talking of put- 
ting up former Senator James D. 
Phelan, and are counting on Repub- 
lican schism for success in the elec- 
tion. 

Idaho Republicans are split over 
the renomination of Senator Good-. 
ing. He voted for the world court 
and hence Ss unacceptable to the 
Supporters of Senator Borah (Re- 
publican, Idaho). Gooding has two 
opponents for the nomination, At- 
tornay General Albert H. Connor 
and former Attorney General J. H. 
Peterson. Even if Gooding should 
be renominated he will be up against 
a hard fight for his seat with the 
Democratic candidate, who will be 
former Senator John F. Nugent, 
who has always commanded consid- 
erable support among progressive 
Republicans.

Phipps Tells Senate Party 
Will Fight on Propriety 
Platform. 


CITES TAX REDUCTION 
AND DEBT PAYMENTS 


Indorses Republican Moves in 
Farm Questions and Prom- 
ises Relief Plan. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The campaign for the reelection 
of a Republican Congress this fall, 
was formally launched yesterday in 
the Senate by Senator Phipps, of 
Colorado, chairman of the Republi- 
can senatorial committee. 

He declared the Republican party 
would rest its case before the peo- 
ple in this campaign, ‘‘upon the 
proof that prior to its assumption 


of power industrial conditions were 
in sad contrast to what they are 
now; that its principles are such in 
themselves as to create good times 
out of bad ones; that its record 
demonstrates that its principles 
did achieve this result, and that the 
aims of its opponents are such as 
to menace our prosperity if made 
effective by power.”’ 

Senator Phipps and other mem- 
of the senatorial committee 
had a breakfast conference Friday 
with President Coolidge and it was 
decided to fire the opening gun in 
the campaign with a review of what 
the party had done since coming 
to power after the world war. 


Accomplishments Cited. 


As some of the accomplishments, 
the senator pointed to enactment of 
the 1922 tariff act, the reduction of 


taxes by $1,660,000,000, the re- 
funding of most of the war debts, 
the practice of economy in govern- 
ment expenditures, and the appro- 
priation of large sums for the care 
of world war veterans. He con- 
tended that all these had combined 
to bring about general prosperity, 
with American wage earners enjoy- 
ing higher wages, greater purchas- 
ing power and higher standards of 
living than exist anywhere in the 
world. 

Turning to the farm question, 
with which the Senate is wrestling, 
he said that compared to the Eu- 
ropean tillers of the soil, the Amer- 
can farmer lives in comfort. 

‘‘He is a business man,’ he add- 
ed, ‘‘and, as in every other business, 
he has his good times and his bad 
times—good times under a pro- 
tective tariff and bad times under 
the lack of it. The general tariff 
bill of 1922 <jncluded protective 
rates on all of the farm staples 
which had been subjected to ruin- 
ous competition of cheaply produced 
foreign staples. This was the first 
tariff bill which really extended a 
fair measure of protection to the 
produce of our farms. 


Purchasing Power Higher. 


‘“‘A protective duty 
upon the principal products the 
farmer has to sell, while no duty 
was levied on the articles mostly 
used by him. What was the result 
to the farmer? The purchasing 
power of the farmer’s dollar has in- 
creased from 69 in 1921 to 89 in 
1926, taking the year 1914 as the 
basis of 100, On the other hand, 
the index number of farm prices has 
increased from 16 to 147, a gain 
of 31 per cent, while the index 
number of nonagricultural com- 
modities, which the farmer has to 
buy, has decreased from 167 to 165. 
The prices of raw farm staple prod- 
ucts have advanced markedly since 
1921. 

“This year our farmers seem as- 
sured of bumper crops at good 
prices. Would the farmer give up 
the protection he has received, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that a Re- 
publican Congress is seeking to 
work out on a sound basis an ex- 
tension of cooperative methods, and 
has already regulated grain ex- 
changes extended to the farmers 
$500,000,000 in rural] credits 
through the war finance a” tao 
tion, authorized: cooperative ar- 
keting without conflict with the 
Sherman law, extended control over 
the packing industry, placed a 
farmer on the Federal Reserve 
Board, and increased the rate of 
interest on farm loan bonds so as 
to make them more easily market- 
able?’’

Indulging in one of its favorite 
pastimes of the present session, the 
House yesterday 
round of prohibition debate. 

Consideration of the second de- 
ficiency supply bill, which among 
other items carries $2,686,700 to 
supplement the $10,635,000 already 
provided for prohibition enforce- 
ment during the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, served as the vehicle 
for bringing up the subject. 

While representative Gorman 
(Republican), Illinois, and LaGuar- 
dia (Progressive-Socialist), New 
York, vigofously assailed the dry 
law and conditions under it, Rep- 
resentative Upshaw (Democrat), 
Georgia, urged his party to come 
out with a “ringing’’ pronounce- 
ment in support of the eighteenth 
amendment in the 1928 _ presi- 
dential campaign. 


Responsible for Crime. 


Mr. Gorman charged prohibition 
with a grave responsibility in recent 
crime waves in his home city of 
Chicago, while Mr. La Guardia con- 
centrated his attack on Lincoln C. 
Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who is in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement. 

Asssailing Andrews as a “‘typical, 
cringing officeholder who is seeking 
to please the administration, the 
drys and the wets,’’ La Guardia 
shouted that the proposed distribu- 
tion of the 235 additional dry 
agents to be employed under the 
new appropriation “is not to pre- 
vent liquor coming into the country, 
but to facilitate the entry and to 
give concessions at certain ports for 
that very purpose.’’ 

Mr. Upshaw reviewed the last 
presidential election, accused Presi- 
dent Coolidge of not taking a defi- 
nite stand on the Ku Klux Klan, 
and said the Democrats had been 
affiicted with ‘‘too much Madison 
Square Garden.” 


Once a Letter Carrier. 


Comparing conditions in Chicago 
as he knew them as a letter carrier 
eight years ago with those at pres- 
ent, Mr. Gorman said that his route 
lay in an ‘‘orderly community,’’ but 
now “there is much crime.” 


‘*‘Young boys and girls,’ he said, 
“in the days I traveled tHere, now 
grown into early manhood and 
womanhood, instead of drinking 
beer in their own homes, as was 
the custom of their parents, now 
drink poison at house _ parties, 
dances, cabarets and elsewhere. 

“There is more drunkenness 
among these young people today 
than there was among the adults 
of eight years ago when I worked 
in their midst. The girls who don’t 
drink strong liquors are rare excep- 
tions, and they all whiff that eter- 
nal companion of drink, the ciga- 
rette. 

‘These simple people are no bet- 
ter off since prohibition. They are 
worse off. For the most part, they 
were a temperate people before pro- 
hibition. Now they are a community 
of drinkers. They make their own 
home brew and they distill their 
own booze, strong, vile and un- 
aged concoctions that are destruc- 
tive to the membranes of the hu- 
man body. They drink it now with 
glee and noise because the law 
says they can not drink it.’’ 

Mr. Gorman urged wets and drys 
to ‘“‘compromise a little’’ and adjust 
the standard of prohibition so that 
people who desire it may have 2.756 
per cent beer, in place ‘‘of the pvoi- 
son they are now consuming.”’ 


Upshaw Wants ‘“‘Sober”’ States. 


Mr. Upshaw asserted that in the 
1928 presidential race the Demo- 
cratic program, ‘‘both in platform 
and in candidate,’’ should demand 
strict observance of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

‘This militant program,” he said, 
“will win for the Democratic party 

and nothing else will. 

He told the House that the Demo- 
crats wanted New York, New Jersey 
and other Eastern States, but want- 
ed them “‘sober,’’ adding that if the 
Democratic donkey ever expects to 
graze on the refreshing verdure of 
the White House lawn, he must 
not stop too long in the big ‘‘wet”’ 
pastures. 

La Guardia charged Gen. Andrews 
with striving ‘‘for enforcement 
without unduly distributing the law- 
breakers,’’ and said the general's 
recent testimony before a House ap- 
propriations subcomi..ittee in sup- 
port “of the additional prohibition 
funds has been misleading. 

Representative Hill, of Maryland, 
said the national drink in America 
had become “alcohol and water, 
with some kind of flavor,’’ and 
asked what Jefferson, Madison and 
Hamilton would have thaught of a 
Federal government that proposed 
organization of an ‘“‘under-cover 
squad to spy”’ on State officials. 

He engaged in a colloquy with 
Representative Denison (Republi- 
can), Illinois, as to the advisabil- 
ity of the beer squad, Denison ask- 
ing what else could be done when 
it was found that State officials in 


‘some sections conspire against the 


Federal dry law. 

Hill, in turn,-. asked Denison if 
he knew: of creation of a Federal 
‘“‘under-cover squad” to enforce any 
other law, and the Illinois member 
‘said he did not. 

‘Here we have the Federal gov- 
ernment employing under-cover 
agents to spy on officers of the 48 
States,’’ said Hill, ‘‘and the State 
may employ under-cover agents to 


spy on Federal o ni antl mca be a 
pretty situation.”

The illustrative 
pamphlet, compiled by Ernst & 
Ernst Co., in the interest of sound 
business practices, asserts that the 
method is now ‘‘recognized as the 
soundest and most satis- 
factory system of accounting for re- 
tail stores.”’

Therefore the 
method is said to be a progressive 
inventory method, and to mirror 
the genera] business of the store or 
department at all times, and to 
that extent obviate the necessity of 
annual physical inventories.

The method, it has been claimed. 
is inaccurate, especially where wide 
variations in mark-up are involved. 
However, the method does not pre- 
tend to give the actual cost of a 
small group of articles in stock, it is 
explained. It is purely to develop a 
sound cost value of the inventory 
for the store or department as a 
whole. It has been approved by the 
Treasury Department as a basis for 
determining profit and loss for in- 
come:tax purposes.

At least 50,000 soldiers and a 
six months’ campaign are needed to 
restore order and peace in the 
French mandate, in the belief of 
these experts. 

Civilian authorities still profess 
to believe that Syria can be pacified 
by diplomacy and continue to ex- 
press with satisfaction that ‘‘calm 
reigns in Svyria.’’ They say this 
despite daily attacks by dissident 
tribesmen against the outposts sur-

Disturbance in Lebanon. 


Even Lebanon, with its newly in- 
stalled republic, is not free from 
disturbances. When French High 
Commissioner Henry de Jouvenel 
left for Paris he told the corre- 
spondent for the Associated Press 
that he was “returning to France 
because conditions are normal] and 
peace reigns in Syria.” 

Mais view is frankly not shared 
by th& military authorities here as 
even their official communiques 
show. During the week of June 14 
to 21 not less than 2,000 shells and 
bombs were fired by French bat- 
teries upon the villates and gardens 
surrounding Damascus.

A second communique of June

srebel bands who cut the railroad 
tracks, fired upon the armored train 
and burned the station and village 
of Laboue. Repression is being 
carried out.’ 

The French hold the cities along 
the main lines of the Aleppo-Jeru- 
salem railroad securely. Aleppo, 
Homs, Hama, Damascus, Seraa and 
even Soueida and Salkhad, recently 
captured from the Druses, are 
firmly in their possession without 
immediate prospect of the Dissi- 
dents dislodging them. 

But the French are virtually 
prisoners in the cities with the dis- 
affected tribesmen running wild 
throughout the country. In order 
to go from one city to another, 
slow-moving armored trains or 
tank-conveyed automobiles are nec- 
essary.

The total exports for the quarter 
decreased 11.5 per cent from the 
corresponding period last-year. The 
month of May, however, witnessed 
a return to the large excess of ex- 
ports to which the country is ac- 
customed. This unfavorable trade 
balance, says the review, was caus- 
ed by a decline of 32 per cent in 
the export of raw materials. Fin- 
ished manufactures, on the other 
hand, showed an increase‘ofK.15 per 
cent in exports, the greatest valus 
since 1921. , 

Since Europe receives on an av- 
erage about 50 per cent of this 
country’s exports, the increased con- 
sumption of other territories was 
not able to offset the decline in the 
European demand. Certain tempo- 
rary factors contributed to the de- 
cline, such as a smaller American 
grain crop and a reduction in for- 
eign demand for cotton. The high 
prices America paid for rubber also 
helped to swell the quarter’s un- 
favorable balance. 

Taking all these factors into con- 
sideration, two facts become evi- 
dent: First, that as a result of the 
efforts of every European nation to 
increase its exports, the continen- 
tal market will not consume as 
large a quantity of American goods 
as in the past two or three years, 
although it is believed a normal 
demand will continue. Second, 
that the best opportunity for larger 
American exports lies in the mar- 
kets of South America and the Far 
East. 

These markets are more _inter- 
ested in manufactures than in raw 
materials» The American manutac- 
turer will himself provide a new de- 
mand for raw materials in order to 
turn out a greater supply of the*fin- 
ished product.

When court ad- 
journed he walked with two bailiffs 
to the bull-pen to be taken to the 
county jail where three times pre- 
viously he has awaited the gallows. 
His attorney immediately moved for 
a new trial and the hearing was 
set for July 3. If this motion is 
denied the court will fix a new date 
for Scott’s execution. 

It is not believed there can be 
an appeal to the supreme court on 
the sanity hearing. The court does 
not convene until October. 

Thomas Scott, Russell’s father, 
who has worked for months to save 
his sons from the noose, stood alone, 
a pitiable figure when court had ad- 
journed. ‘‘What do I think of it?’’ 
he repeated. ‘‘What can I think 
of it.’’

Walter 
gen’s remarks on the methods of 
British golfers only serve to. put 
more pointedly what has been in 
the minds of most British sport 
‘lovers whenever they sorrowfully 
watched the national sports 
trophies crossing the Atlantic. 

Miss Mary K. Browne, captain of 
the victorious American Wightman 
\cup team, has said much the same 
thing, though not quite so robustly 
las Hagen, about British lawn ten- 
nis—that the British player thinks 
more of enjoying himself than 
winning the game. 

It is too early yet for comment 
on Hagen’s views, but the news- 
papers were already airing the sub- 
ject before he spoke. The Evening 
Standard, for instance, asks wheth- 
er, after all, the British method is 
not the best, and says that even 
if Miss Browne has made the right 
diagnosis, ‘‘possibly it would be 
better to continue being wrong in 
our own way, rather than start be- 
ing right in America’s way.”’ 


UGGESTING that it is 
S ironic to speak of such 

grimly efficient persons as 
Suzanne Lenglen and Vincent 
Richards as “players,” the 
Standard says: ‘“‘Let a man play 
with his heart and soul; but not 
give up the whole of his life to 
what should be no more than 
part of it. England will never 
be done so long as we play 
games in the spirit which is na- 
tive to us— playing them be- 
cause we enjoy them.” 


The Star, commenting on Bobby 
Jones’ triumph, says that Ameri- 
cans have shone on the putting 
green where the Englishman is 
weakest. 

“The difference,’ it adds, ‘“‘is 
perhaps one of mentality. The 
Englishman is out in the main for 
sport and exercise, a desire which 
is more gratified by spectcular 
play in long shots than in patient 
attention to the less strenuous 
business of holing the ball.’’ 

The Star also makes reference to 
“the far greater material 
couragement Americans players re- 
ceive than English.” 

British golf writers are devoting 
unusual attention to Bobby Jones’ 
prowess; his methods are minutely 
analyzed. Their word is that he is 
‘‘Just a genius.”’ 

The Sunday Observer’s expert, 
commenting on the Americans’ un- 
questioned superiority on the putt- 
ing green, remarks: “One reason 
is that they cultivate a much fiercer 
outlook on golf than we do here; 
to them it is a life and death busi- 
ness.”’ 

Editorially the Observer says: 
“There can be no blinking of the 
fact that golf professionals as a 
body have been outclassed and the 
moral is one to be digested at 
ss As for Jones, he is beyond 

abt the poet proficient player 
untry. 
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The Weekly Dispatch has col- 
lected some prominent views on 
thia subject. Mlle. Lenglen 
laughed at the idea that she was 
a “martyr” to the game. Su- 
zanne declared she had loved 
the game from a child, and that 
she followed the ordinary nor- 
mal life, with no special diet, 
and enjoyed theaters, dancing 
and movies. 


Miss Helen Wills, likewise, said 
there was no reason why a tennis 
player should live differently than 
other people. She had never found 
severe training necessary, and the 
only real hardship came from ex- 
cessive demands on one’s time. 

Jean Borotra also complained of 
the great sacrifice of time, but as- 
serted that he had made no other 
sacrifices. Both Borotra and Henri 
Cochet admitted that they do not 
smoke, but otherwise deprived 
themselves of no pleasures in life. 

On the other hand, Jacques Brug- 
non declared he kept fit by smok- 
ing heavily and doing everything he 
ought not to do. 

Mrs. L. A. Godfree (the former 
Kitty McKane), winner of many 
championships, said she followed 
no special diet, but, on the con- 
trary, léd the most normal life pos- 
sible.

FARM RELIEF AND POLITICS. 

If those senators who supported the 
Haugen bill are anxious to help agricul- 
ture, they can do so by supporting the 
bill to promote cooperation among the 
farmers which President Coolidge has 
recommended. There is a strong major- 
ity in Congress against the Haugen sub- 
sidy plan. There is probably a majority 
in favor of promoting cooperation. The 
farmers can get something tangible and 
valuable if their friends in Congress will 
put aside politics and support the Fess 
amendment to the cooperative marketing 
bill. 

When the farmers of the West learn 
what is going on in Congress, they will 
have a better idea of the identity of their 
real friends. “Farm relief” has been 
used for political purposes by both Re- 
‘publicans and Democrats, without any 
regard whatever for the farme;y. The 
Presidency and control of Congress is 
what is aimed at; not farm relief. Some 
Republican and ajl Democratic senators 
are quite willing to see President Cool- 
idge become unpopular among the farm- 
ers. 


idge may be “unavailable” by 1928. The 
Democratic senators hope to throw the 
Republican party out of the White House 
and Congress. A coalition of these ele- 
ments is at work, but it will not last long. 
Republicans will not join Democrats in 
attacking the protective tariff. Demo- 
crats will not go very far to promote 
plans which merely aim to substitute an- 
other Republican President for Mr. 
Coolidge. 


The Republican party is committed to | 


the protective tariff. If Republican 
aspirants for the Presidency wish to com- 
mit political suicide, they will join Sena- 
tor Robinson, of Arkansas, in an attack 
upon the tariff. 

Senator Robinson is evidently in ear- 
nest in believing that the Democratic 
party should attack the present tariff 
law. He and Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
and other party leaders may have con- 
cluded that the tariff will be a better 
issue than antiprohibition. They have 
not yet shown, however, that the farmer 
would be benefited by opening up thie 
American market to foreign farm prod- 
ucts. Mr. Robinson proposes to reduce 
the. tariff on commodities which the 
farmer purchases; but if he has any re- 
gard at all for the consumer he will also 
propose that the duties be lowered on all 
food products. Now that some,of the 
spokesmen of the farmers announce that 
a tariff fight is on, will Mr. Robinson go 
the whole distance and demand a slash- 
ing reduction of duties on farm products 
as well as upon articles consumed by 
farmers? | 

These are political questions. They 
will be answered during the campaign. 
In the meantime the Senate can help the 


farmers if it really wishes to do so, by | 


giving them $100,000,000 with which to 
facilitate cooperative markating.

The statutes were last revised in 1877. 
Since that time Congress has’ been in- 
dustrious and has produced more.than a 
score of volumes filled with laws. So 
many new provisions exist that no one 
man, however erudite he might be, could 
possibly follow them all. The House com- 
mittee on revision of the laws has worked 
hard for years in an effort to codify and 
simplify them. 

The legal fraternity as well as all who 
have occasion to consult the laws will 
experience a feeling of relief when the 
President announces his approval of the 
bill, and every law student who is facing 
the necessity of buying a “law library” 
will thank Mr. Fitzgerald and his asso- 
cites for their great work of codification.

THE SUBMARINE WINS. 


The unlimited construction of subma- 
rines is insured by the action of the naval 
subcommittee of the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference in voting down the 
American proposal to limit naval arma- 
ments on the basis of total tonnage by 
classes of ships. By applying a limita- 
tion upon the tonnage of each class of 
ships, the nations would have been com- 
pelled to take the next step—the limita- 
tion of submarines. 

With due respect for the patriotism 
and intelligence of the American naval 
experts in the conference, we believe 
that public opinion in the United States 
will support the action of the majority 
of the subcommittee in rejecting the 
American proposal. 

The United States is not in a position 
to agree to the limitation of submarines. 
Its outlying possessions, including the 
Panama canal, can not be properly de- 
fended except with submarines. 

The proposal to abolish submarines 
is of British and not American origin. 
Apparently the British delegates to the 
Geneva conference preferred that Ameri- 
cans should advance the proposal which 
has just been rejected. The nations sup- 
porting it were Great Britain, Japan, 
Argentina, Chile and Spain. The nations 
opposing it were France, Italy, Belgium, 
Holland, Sweden, Poland, Finland, Rou- 
mania, Jugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and 
Bulgaria. 

France and Italy might as well aban- 
don their African possessions as to 
abandon the right to build all the sub- 
marines they deem necessary for their 
national defense. The other countries 
which retain the right to build submarine 
defense fleets are dependent upon this 
class of naval defense for their security. 


They have no battle fleets to guard their 
coasts. Some of them have extensive 


colonies. Their merchant fleets are com- 


paratively small. They can well afford 
to face the risks attending the operation 
of their merchantmen against subma- 
rines rather than lose the right to pro- 
tect their coasts by submarines. Great 
Britain, on the other hand, has a mighty 
battle fleet and the largest merchant ma- 
rine in the world. Submarines are the 
most dangerous enemy that the British 
merchant marine would have to en- 
counter, and against them the British 
battle fleet-is comparatively ineffective. 

The question before the United States 
experts. was whether protection of the 
American merchant marine against sub- 
marines was not more important than the 


submarine defense of American posses-. 


sions. That question seems to have been 
answered by them in favor of the mer- 
chant marine. The American experts did 
not give enough weight, in our opinion, 
to the necessity of making the Panama 


canal and Hawaii impregnable to naval - 


attack. The merchant marine:can he 
guarded against submarine attack by 
the escort system, as was proved in the 
late war; but nobody has yet discovered 
a substitute for submarine defense of the 
canal and Hawaii. 

Incidentally, the decision of the ma- 
jority at Geneva manifests the fixed

WOMEN AND THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


An anomaly in the make-up of the 
British parliament, as at present con- 
stituted, admittedly exists. While wom- 
en are eligible as members of the house 
of commons, the house of lords is re- 
served exclusively for men. At first 
sight, there might seem to be but little 
hardship in this arrangement, as the

The whole question goes very far back 
in the history of the British constitution. 
In his magisterial and, to a very large 
extent, definitive “Constitutional History 
of England,” Stubbs asserts that, in the 
Middle Ages, there are instances of count- 
esses, baronesses, and abbesses being 
summoned to send proxies to council, or 
to furnish their military service, but not 
to attend parliament as _peeresses, 
Whether these ladies considered that 
they were suffering from disabilities 
there is nothing to show, but, even if 
they did, the standing of women in the 
body politic was then so low, and their 
ranks were so unorganized, that they had 
little opportunity to air grievances or 
discuss either abstract or concrete rights. 

With the modern advance of women as 
to a large degree copartners with men in 
governmental affairs, a great change in 
this respect has been brought about. 
Every year a bill to enable peeresses in 
their own right to sit and vote in the 
house of lords is introduced and debated 
in the august chamber itself. Every 
year, up to and including the present one, 
it has been defeated. Its promoters, 
however, remembering the many disap- 
pointments that attended the deceased 
wife’s sister bill and the wearily length- 
ened period that was required to pass 
that beneficent measure into law, take 
new heart of grace after each adverse 
vote, and proceed to lay fresh plans, con- 
fident in the belief that in the long run 
they will carry their point. Viscount 
Astor, who moved the adoption of the 
peeresses bill on Thursday last, and the 
Duke of Atholl, who seconded it, were, 
respectively, derided unmercifully and 
ungallantly for being under the thumbs 
of their distinguished wives, but they 
shook the banter off with great noncha- 
lance and, in the result, had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing 80 of their fellow members 
vote in favor of their motion. The di- 
vision lists showed 125 against and 80 
for the bill. This comparatively small 
majority proves that the peeresses’ claim 
is by no means a lost cause. 

There can be no doubt that the admis- 
sion of a few brainy women would add 
spice to the proceedings of the house of 
lords and tend to give intelligence to its 
decisions. Their presence would go far 
to remove the oracular reproach, erst- 
while voiced by a famous wit, that “the 
house of lords does nothing in particular 
and does it very well.”

Two great facts are emerging from the 
study of crime in the United States. One 
is that the prison system manufactures 
criminals. The other is that criminals as 
a rule are made and not born. 

There are twenty times as many crim- 
inals outside of prison as there are in- 
side. The criminals outside can not hope 
to perfect their criminal education inside 
of prisons, because these institutions are 
overcrowded already. The mass produc- 
tion of crime, on which the prisons are 
engaged, is evidently not adequate to the

The existing “system” 
might be summed up like this: Society 
neglects the young, and encourages con- 
ditions which develop criminals; then it 
insists that aspiring criminals shall be 
placed in institutions which will stamp 
them forever as criminals and teach them 
the art of crime; then, if after gradua- 
tion they are not sufficiently expert to 
commit crime without apprehension, 
they are sent back to prison to elaborate 
their criminal education. In no event are 
they permitted to be anything but crim- 
inals. 

Is it not high time that society should 
reform its system? Is a nation truly 
“civilized” when it retains a system that 
makes crime? 

The experience of educators who have 
installed the simple “school republic” 
system proves that children can be 
turned away from crime as easily as they 
can be turned toward it. By making 
school children citizens of a democratic 
school republic, modeled exactly upon the 
Constitution of the United States, it has 
been found that the children exert an 
all-powerful influence for good upon one 
another. They are natural office seekers, 
inherently anxious to obtain the approval 
and admiration of their associates. They 
crave responsibility. They take to the 
idea of equal rights and equal duties.

the league of nations or not, should have 
the freest opportunity to participate and 
to discuss all projects, whether brought 
forward by the committee of the league

House for a few months next fall or winter 
when the repairs to the White House roof 
are in progress recalls other incidents when 
American Presidents have been obliged to 
seek temporary quarters outside of the execu- 
tive mansion. 

The first occasion of this nature was 
brought about through the invasion of Wash- 
ington by British soldiery in 1814 and the 
burning by them of the White House. The 
President and Mrs. Dolly Madison were of- 
fered shelter in Col. Tayloe’s “Octagon 
house’ on the northeast corner of New York 
avenue and Eighteenth street northwest. That 
house is still standing, one of the treasured 
landmarks of the city. 

When the first year was out the President 
and Mrs. Madison moved to the famous Six 
buildings on the corner of Pennsylavania ave- 
nue and Nineteenth street nortwhest. During 
his residence in these temporaty homes Presi- 
dent Madison maintained the formality and 
brilliancy of his high office. 

The President and Mrs, Roosevelt, during 
the repairs to the White House, which in- 
cluded the addition of the wings to that co- 
lonial mansion, occupied a roomy house in 
Jackson place northwest, which is now suit- 
fably marked in commemoration of that event,

Thus the tradition of the east room use by 
Abigail Adams is substantiated by the lady's 
own quill pen.

HPRE is probably nothing in all the wide, wide world so forlorn as | 


an abandoned theater. Even when a theater is merely vacant, be- 


tween performances, it has a lost, lonely look. Down on the corner of 
Little Ninth street and C and Louisiana avenue northwest, just south of 
Pennsylvania avenue, where the produce merchants hold forth, stands 
the last vestige of the old Bijou theater. For years nothing has gone on 
within its walls save the silences of spring and summer, the moaning of 
winds of winter and rustling of autumn ghosts.

hustle and bustle attendant upon hackage. 

Of all the old-timers in the city, I wonder how many recall the Bijou | 
when the Bijou was the Bijou; before ifeached its present state of di- 
lapidation—when carriages of ladies and gentlemen stopped before its 
entrance doors to dismiss their charges of the night under glare of the 
calcium lights, or the old gas jets that once did duty before electricity 
came into being; just after candle power lost favor with the populace of 
enother day.and generation. 


Though still young in years, there is no man in this city who knows 
maere about old theater days in Washington than Ed. Walsh, a thespian 
7 nature, star in his own right with every amateur theatrical venture of 
tha late and early nineties, or thereabout; and even he, off-hand, could 
vecall only that, years and years ago, he had seen Edward Arlen, or 
tome such star, strut the boards at the old Bijou. Perhaps some of the 
real old playgoers of Washington, reading this, may step forward with 
a word or two that will recall pleasant memories to those who have al- 
most forgotten the Bijou hidden away down there by the market. Cer- 
tainly none of the youngsters in the city remember the long climb up 
the old staircase that led to the labby of the Bijou. Yet, according to

Billy Fowler, who for years has been in harness at the National theater, 


some of the greatest stars in the American theater served their appren- 
ticeship with shows that played the Bijou. 

Some years ago, writing an article about old theater days in Washing- 
ton, I called upon the Hon. William and found him full to the brim with 
stories of the Bijou. It seems that in his younger days he was an usher 
there; or, if not an usher, a handy man in the box office. From there he 
went to Harry Rapley, where he has remained al] of 30-odd years. 

From Willum at that time I learned that Nat Wills, the comedian, 
broke into the theatrical game at the old Bijou; that im its heyday the 
house harbored some of the finest stars on the stage, though in later 
years it descended to the level of cheap melodrama and, later, low 
burlesque. 

Going on ten years, there has been no theatrical venture of any sort 
at the Bijou. Its doors were closed some time back.

ASHINGTON theaters have held up pretty well under the strain. 
The National is undoubtedly the oldest of all, though the Bijou, 
as a building, out-ages it. Of course, the National has been burned and 
rebuilt three times, so that in its present form it is practically a new 
theater; but where the National now stands has been a theater site since 
the city was a town.

ARE YOU THE GIRL WITH AUBURN HAIR?

If you’re the girl whose hair is 
red-brown, red-gold, or frankly, 
gorgeously, unadulteratedly red, 
you may thank your stars that you 


were born in a day and age that ap- 


preciates you. For once upon a 
time you would have been called 
“Carrots,” and nobody would have 
thought of making a heroine of you. 
Today, when you see a red-haired 
girl in a book you feel sure that 
she'll get the hero in the end. Lucky 
red-head! 


Two Types of Red-Heads. 


But there are two distinct types 
of red-haired girls, and they can't 
treat themselves as though they 
were each other. There’s the red- 
haired girl wbo is virtually a blonde 

—~a blonde with a match set to her. 
She has blue eyes, or—even love- 
lier—green eyes; her hair is red- 
gold; her skin is apt to be perfectly 
pink and white or dusted with lit- 
tle freckles. (Don’t let her worry 
over these, by the way, if they're 
just a golden, piquant powdering 
across the bridge of her nose. If 
they’re so many that they threaten 
to swallow her face, she must use 
a stiff bleach treatment.) 


Some of these blonde red-heads 
have, alas, white eyelashes. They 
must help Nature out with brown 
mascara, skillfully applied, but they 
mustn’t ever bead their lashes, be- 
cause a red-haired girl so easily 
looks theatrically overdone, if she 
isn’t careful. The second type of 
red-haired girl is the one whose 
hair verges on the brown generally 
with red-brown eyes to match, or 
those of lighter hazel. She is the 
brunette version of the red-haired 
clan and is never troubled with 
white lashes—seldom, indeed, with 
freckles—which is some consolation 
for not being as startling as her red- 
blonde rival. 


Make-up for the Red-Haired. 


Both of the red-haired types must 
be very careful in the matter of 
make-up. Both may make up their 
lips, but both’ must avoid any lip- 
stick that verges on the purple, or 
the too bright rose. The orange or 
scarlet sticks are the only ones that 
won’t fight with their hair. 

The blonde red-head is often bet- 
ter without rouge on her cheeks. 
Her blue eyes and her flaming hair 
are better set off by pallor. But the 
brunette red-head generally needs a 
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| bit of flush in her face; only, here 
again, she must use orange rather 
than rose. The red-blonde may 
choose peach, naturelle, or her own 
pet mixture of blonde powders as 
a true blonde would do, with lav- 
ender as a change-off.or the eve- 
ning lights; but the red-brunette 
will generally find her affinity in 
rachel, with yellow at night. 

There seems to be no rule as to 
whether red-haired women should 
wear their hair waved or straight, 
so let each make her choice. The 
only other problem relating to the 
hair itself concerns its darkening, 
and here a rinse with camomile tea 
is harmless and beneficial. 


Perfumes That Will Appeal. 


Exotic perfumes, rather oriental- 
ized, are very ‘good for so challeng- 
ing and unusual a type as either of 
the red-haired versions we’ve been 
talking of. Lotus, amber, chypre, 
jasmin, are very much better than | 
the straight flower fragrances, es- 
pecially those like white rose, lily-| 
of-the-valley and the carnation, | 
which are quite too ingenuous. 


Jewelry, for the auburn-haired, 
should follow directions for blondes 
and brunettes, respectively, given a 
few weeks ago. The réd-brunette 
may wear semiprecious, exotic 
things, especially those that are 
rich colored and opaque. The red- 
blonde iooks wonderful with crys- 
tals, emeralds, aquamarines and 
other translucent stones, though 
she should carefully avoid any sug- 
gestion of overdoing her decorative 
scheme. 


Which Colors Are Good? 


Greens, of course, were simply 
niade for red-haired people, the pre- 
cise shade depending on the shade 


of the hair. Tawny tones of brown 
that verge on the reddish are won- 
cerful—true, warm autumn browns. 
Dead-leaf browns and African 
browns are bad. Beiges, of course. 
are good, but not those that are too 
pink. Dark regs are possible, but 
must be tried out carefully, as they 
depend entirely on the shade of the 
hair. Clear blues, bright blues, are 
good for the blue-eyed red-head, 
but not for her brunette sister. Al- 
most all red-haired women look di- 
vine-in white at night and in black 
by day. Black-and-white—very 
smart at present—is something that 
the vivid ,blonde red-head wears 
particularly well.

Miss Burke herselt 
kinds of crafts work, including va- 
rious copper work . ol 
unique design and interesting tex- 
tiles, painted and with block prints. 
She is at present painting the new 
parasols that are a vogue at pres- 
ent; parasols that are made of oiled 
cloth in Japanese style and painted 
with flowers. They are quite practi- 
cal for rain as well as sun. 

The first of July Miss Burke will 
leave Cape Breton island, Nova Sco- 
tla, where with Mrs. David Fair- 
child she is teaching new designs 
and the use of good vegetable dyes 
to the Canadians for their hooked 
rugs. These rugs can be made in 
really good designs. 
using the crude mineral dves that 
are sO common among untrained 
workers, the beauty of the softer, 
more harmonious vegetable dyes is 
taught. The results of this instruc- 
tion are most interesting, as many 
of the rugs are sold to the summer 
residents and tourists, netting a 
comfortable sum for the, women 
workers. 

Miss Burke has recently been ap- 
pointed chairman of the industrial 
arts committee of the Arts club, 
and announces that the committee 
has a number of interesting activi- 
ties for the coming fall and winter. 
William Partridge will speak dur- 
ing the coming summer on the ses- 
quicentennial at Philadelphia.

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first by heating in a gas furnace as 
before, but as it becomes smaller 
the heat is gradually reduced, so 
that it will not burn the fine wire. 
The amount of reduction for each 
pass through the die also hecomes 
less as the size decreases. By this 
method. wire five ten-thousandths 
of an inch in diameter, or smaller, 
can be drawn. 


Grains Are Formed. 


If the desired form of the metal 
should not be wire, the highly sin- 
tered bars are rolled hot, just as 
they were when swaged. Metal 
sheets rolled in this manner fur- 
nish the material from which a 
variety of products are made. 

The method of making ductile 
tungsten is very different from the 
processes used to produce other 
metal. It is never melted in any 
part of the process like iron, copper 
or nickel, but is made by pressing 
finely divided powder and heating 
to a temperature several hundred 
degrees below the melting point. 
During sintering at such a high 
temperature the individual particles 
grow together, forming grains. The 
bar then actually develops a crystal- 
line structure which may be seen 
with the naked eye if it is broken. 
The size of the grains depend upon 
the temperature and time of heat- 
ing. The grains of a sintered bar 
when worked hot into wire are 
elongated, giving it a fibrous struc- 
If the wire is then reheated 
to a high temperature the fibers un- 
dergo a change and form new equi-

last been arrested by the Paris 

police for abducting wealthy young 

gvirls and married women who be- 

lieved he was one of the great aviator 

heroes of the war. Robert is 24 and a 
plumber by trade. 

When the police inspectors arrested 
him he wore a brand new aviator’s uni- 
form.. Upon his breast were the red 
rosette of the Legion of Honor with sev- 
eral foreign decorations and the French 
croix de guerre with twenty palms. 

He surrendered with a smile and ad- 
mitted that he had victimized at least 
50 women in the past two years. His 
favorite pseudonyms were those of fa- 
mous fiying “aces” such as Pelletier 
Doisy, Arrachart and Marinowitch, 
though the latter has been dead three 
vears.

He was a clever lover, knowing exact- 
ly what to do in each case and how best 
to overcome a woman’s scruples. The 
delicate procedure of getting young 
girls to steal their parents’ money or 
love-hungry middle-aged women to run 
off with their husbands’ bank account 
was mere child’s play for Gourdin. 

He lived at the finest hotels in Paris 
and played around the fashionable re- 
sorts of Deauville and Vittel, always 
with plenty of money to throw away on 
roulette or to bet on horses. Only a 
few of his victims will tell the police 
about their experiences. But it is known 
that wherever he went, he left a trail of 
broken hearts behind him. 

The reason he was able to dupe so 
many women so completely, according 
to his own confession, was that he never 
allowed his own heart to be caught. He 
could tell the most daring things in such 
a way that women were thrilled rather 
than offended. And he worked fast. 
Gourdin never waited longer than 24 
hours before a new citadel of womanly 
virtue surrendered to his love making. 
Nor did he ever linger longer than it 
took to acquire all the money his victims 
possessed. 

His longest honeymoon, as he called 
it, lasted twenty-five days. And that 
was in the case of one of the most prom- 
inent actresses of Bordeaux who was 
finally rescued by her husband just as 
Gourdin had made away with 36,000 
francs in cash and 65,000 francs in dia- 
monds belonging to his victim.

de la Police Judiciare, what had hap. 


pened. Before ordering the adventur- 
er’s arrest, Secretary de Donville view- 
ed a dozen photographs which the irate 
husband had collected along the trail of 
broken hearts. 

Eight women were at police head- 
quarters in the Prefecture when Gour- 
din was ushered into the room. It was a 
good thing for the love pirate that a 
high steel trellis separated him from 
the women in the room. They probably 
would have torn him to pieces, although

Gourdin cynically urged 
the detectives to let the 
women come to him.

But the women, some of 
whom were _ strikingly 
beautiful and apparently of 
the best class of society, 
looked at him vindictively 
as he challenged them to do 
their worst.

IN THE 


POTOMAC RIVER!

HENCE came the saurians that in- 

fest the Potomac? The learned and 

the unlearned are mystified. Seven 

to date have been the toll from 
these historic waters. Conjecture is_ rife. 
Some say that they are escaped pets; others 
that they have come up from the Florida 
coast. The bureau of fisheries declares that 
alligators can not breed this far north. 

So the matter wests. In the meanwhile a 
Washingtonian fishing down the river about 
four miles from the city shoots a’ “queer 
looking reptile,’’ which, upon being hauled 
ashore, proves to be an alligator; and down 
at the municipal wharf a fishmonger buys 
a $-foot alligator; and-in from Bolling field 
drifts a report of five alligators captured. 

The canoeist, the swimmer and others of 
Washington, who find life’s summer ease 
on the Potomac—are thev in danger? Well, 
it is hardly to be thought so, as the alligators 
caught are not over 3 and 4 feet long-—baby 
alligators. But baby alligators must have 
mamma alligators. And this leads back to 
the fisheries bureau again, which says that 
alligators can not breed this far north. 

But whence came the alligators? That is 
the question; and no one seems to be able 
to solve it. If they are pets, as has been sug- 
gested, where is the pet alligator farm from 
which they escaped? That suggestion as to 
their advent is not far from the one given 
by a facetious youth, down by the river, 
discussing them the other. day. He chargea 
that they were Florida alligators that got 
into the bootleg territory off the coast of 
Florida and roaming around under the in- 
fluence of the ‘‘without which a party is not 
a party,”’ found themselves in the Washing- 
ton territory, and mistaking the realty boom 
here for that in Florida, thought themselves 
home and made themselves so, accordingly. 

While all of this is a pretty story—bar-

ring the realty part-—it can not, of course, 
be considered. It is quite doubtful if the 
young alligators came from Florida at all 
by themselves. They are too small. 

A more likely story is their having been 
brought from Florida by persons who have 
been sojourning there and let escape to the 
river or else taken purposely to its shores 
and cast therein. A great many tourists make 
the Southern State every year, some wise 
and some not so wise. And it is not improb- 
able that many of them, traveling by auto- 
mobile, fascinated with the ‘gators of the 
mudbanks of waters there, gathered a num- 
ber of them for pets. As they came north 
their ‘pets’ grew and with them the prob- 
lem of caring for them. The natural way 
out of this new-horn dilemma was to con- 
sign their little friends to the waters of the 
nearest coastal stream. These streams need 
not have been the Potomac in every instance, 
but in many instances, perhaps, so. 

Such an explanation of the presence of the 
alligators here may not be scientific, but ‘it 
has the element. at least, of plausibility.

What the anclent buildings of France ahd 
every Other European country need more than 
anything else is what is known as the water- 
proofing treatment.

The paraffin makes the walls immune 
to rain and snow. 

The tumble-down condition of so many of 
Europe’s ancient buildings explodes forever 
the popular notion that as far as long durapil- 
ity was concerned the builders of medieval 
times and before quite outdid the builders of 
today.

CHAPTER IV 


HEN plain John Smith or Bill Jones 
W packs a pair of suitcases and a 

steamer trunk, obtains a passport 
and a steamship ticket and sails for Europe 
the chances are that he will see the same 
sights and do the same things that hundreds 
of thousands of tourists see and do there every 
vear. A few get into trouble, a few have their 
day of grand adventure and romance. But 
so far as the circles of aristocratic and ex- 
clusive society are concerned, and the eyually 
exclusive circles of the demi monde that is 
reserved for persons of wealth and distinc- 
tion, vour ordinary traveler might as well 
have staved at home. 

And this holds true for most American 
tourists, even if Europeans lcok upon every 
blessed one of them as millionaires out to 
scatter a fortune in a few weeks of luxurious 
entertainment. 


When the Rajah Sir Hari Singh advrentured 
into Europe for a year's stay he faced a world 
torn and paralyzed by a devastating war. The 
armistice had been declared only a few weeks 
before. Peace negotiations were getting un- 
der way when the rajah and a few of his In- 
dian friends nurchased a steamship outright 
and fitted it up for their accommodation and 
for the benefit of a host of British officers who 
wanted to get back home from the East and 
found the regular passenger and troop ships 
jammed far beyond their capacity. I have 
told how the rajah projected this expedition 
and then was forced to postpone it through 
“the death of a relative in whose funeral cere- 
monies he had to participate and how after- 
ward he gathered a fortune in cash and jewels, 
organized his staff and eventually set out 
from Bombay in the ship which had been re- 
named the Loyalty. 

The journey through the Indian ocean, up 
the Red sea and on through the Mediter- 
ranean took a full three weeks. We landed 
at Marseilles with Paris and London to the 
north and the gay Riviera lving along the 
coast to the east, fairly beckoning to the 
rajah with its thousand sybaritic pleasures 
and enticements. 

It was the first time that Sir Hari Singh 
had been in Europe. He had been educated 
by European tutors, had studied all about the 
great nations of the Occident. spoke several 
European languages fluently c.nd was widely 
read in Western literature. 

But no amount of book lore or of expert 
teaching could match the experience of ac- 
tuality. The life he saw in the famous Ave- 
nue Cannebiere of Marseilles made him gasp 
with wonder and astonishment.

Here, instead of whitewashed 
walls, he saw velvet portieres and 
tapestries. of soft silks. 
He fairly chirped with joy as he 
examined all of the modern con- 
veniences with which this apart- 
ment——it was the finest the hotel 
afforded, of course—was fitted 
and he immediately began making 
notes of them with the expressed purpose of 
introducing similar comforts and 
into Kashmir.

In the rajah's wake were four of his per- 
sonal servants carrying immense bags and 
bundles.

They held an excited conference in their 
native tongue and then proceeded to remove 
all of the spreads and sheets and the mattress 
which they carefully rolled up and placed in a 
corner. The bed spring added to their mysti- 
fication and I think this was in process of 
removal also when the rajah entered his bed- 
room and found what they were doing. He 
called me and between us we managed to get 
them to put back all the bedding and restore 
the room to its original appearance. 

Ali Beg and I had told the rajah repeatedly 
that it would be unnecessary, and almost im- 
possible for that matter, to carry great loads 
of personal bedding all over Europe, but the 
prince had insisted that such a thing as a 
bed already made up for the night was un- 
thinkable and that he must have his own pri- 
vate bedding just as he would require his own 
toothbrush and towels. 


He was soon convinced that European meth- 
ods were both desirable and effective and 
the immediate result was that four of his 
body servants were sent back to India on the 
next boat. They were no longer needed ‘2 
lug bedding about. 

The rajah lost no time in hurrying out to 
see the sights and the time was most pro- 
pitious. It was the late spring and the Cote 
D'Azur was at its best. The gayeties of the 
Riviera were still at their height and the 
presence of this exotically garbed and hand- 
some Oriental prince soon attracted to him 
much attention and social notice.

: Buying Food in Hot Weather 
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In hot weather, when meats, sea-foods, 
fruits and vegetables deteriorate quickly, 
every housewife should be able to detect 
those which are unfit for food when offered 
for sale. 

With the exception of milk, perhaps, there 
is no food that requires greater care in se- 
lection that does fish. It is not so much the 
kind as the condition of the fish that is im- 
portant. ; 

A fresh fish will not pit under pressure of 
the finger; it is unsound if the flesh parts. 
Many dealers will strip a bit of flesh from the 
backbone to show its condition. This is a 
pretty sure test, for if decomposition has be- 
gun at all no particle of meat will adhere to 
the bone; it will leave it clear and clean. It 
‘ igs usually good, therefore, if it is not easily 


_stripped from the bone. A diffuse red line on 
the underside of the backbone is a positive 
indication that decomposition has started, or 
is ‘strongly present, according to the depths 
of the color. If the abdominal walls show 
well-marked discoloration and have a soft, 
red, pulpy appearance, decay is well-estab- 
lished. The scales, too, should not be easily 
detachable or rubbed off and should be bright 
and glistening. If the eyeballs of the fish 
gre collapsed, gray and dull, do not pur- 
chase it. 

Trouble lurks in shell-fish, lobsters and 
erabs unless they are very fresh. How can 
you distinguish the good from the bed? A 
fresh live lobster is gregn. quick in its move- 
ments. and when its tail is lifted up it 
springs back under it. When choosing a 
boiled lobster, pull out its tail; if it springs 


back, it indicates the lobster was alive when 
boiled; if the tail is limp, it is safest to pass 
it by. 

A rough-and-ready test of crabs is to feel 
under the large claws to see if they are 
sticky. If they are, do not buy them. If 
the “‘apron’”’ has a dull, faded appearance, it 
is a clear index of unfreshness. The joints 
of a fresh crab are stiff. 

The greatest care is necessary when oysters 
and clams are bought in the shell, for they a 
very poisonous if not fresh. If healthy, the 
shell is always tightly closed, or if slightly 
open, will close at once if touched. Failur 
to do this indicates the bivalve is either weak 
or dead. When first opened they s 
have a clear-cut, shape and creamy color. 
Oysters are sometimes soaked in water after 


being taken from the shell in order to plump 
them. 

If you do not want to court sickness by 
ptomaine poisoning, keep away from all but 
the best meat. Meat which is y a little 
tainted is really spoiled meat and You take a 
chance every time you eat it. . 

Always reject any meat which is not firm 
under the pressure of the finger, and choose 
only that which shows clearly the branching 
veins. Beef or mutton should be a deep rose 
color, with the fat a rich cream. Hard and 
skinny fat shows the animal was old hefore 
being butchered and is therefore tough. If 
in doubt of the freshness of veal, look under 
the kidneys and flaps‘of the breast, as the 


color changes here more quickly than any —

The speed of a submarine is measured in 
two Ways, one by a log or speed indicator: 
this consists of a tube passing through the 
bottom of the vessel and extending several 
inches below, the lower end of the tube is 
closed, but an opening in the forward side 
gives admittance to water, as the ship moves 
ahead the pressure due to her speed is com- 
municated to the column of water in the tube 
where it is added to the pressure due to the 
‘head of water’ outside (the weight of the 
water to the water line), with the result thay 
the water in the tube rises to a height that 
corresponds to the speed, and which thus is 
a measure of the speed. Inside the tube 
is a float attached to a chain which passes 
over a sprocket wheel, connected through a 
suitable gearing to a pointer that shows the 
speed. The other is a revolution counter 
attached to the engines. This shows the 
number of turns that the propeller is making 
and from this they get the speed also. While 
running on the surface a patent log can be 
used, as in a surface ship. This consists of a 
dial on the railing at the stern of the vessel, 
a small, heavy flywheel, to keep the device 
running as steadily as possible, a long line to 
the end of which is connected a propeller, 
this propeller turns and registers the speed 
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on the dial through the line that it is attach- 
ed to. 

In submerging a submarine goes down and 
forward. Water is admitted to ballast tanks 
to overcome the buoyancy of the vessel, 
while forward diving planes or hydroplanes 
are fitted, these are operated by electricity. 
As the buoyancy is overcome, these planes 
which are horizontal rudders, are set to steer 
the ship downward a little, so she will sink 
by loss of buoyancy and go under by the for- 
ward motion being steered downward by the 
diving planes or hydroplanes. 

If there should bea breakdown of machin- 
ery on a submarine, causing stoppage of all 
machinery, the water in the ballast tanks 
could be blown out by an emergency air 
storage of about 3,000 pounds to the square 
inch. This would cause the vessel to come 
to the top. This is providing that the hull 
Was not pierced. If the hull was pierced, bv 
the inrush of water might prevent the proper | 
connections for the above being reached, or 
if any quantity of salt water reached the 
storage batteries, chlorine gas would be re- 
leased. This would probably overcome the 
crew, if the doors to the battery room could 
not be closed quickly enough. In these cases 
the vessel would of course sink.—Lieut. 
Greene, in Adventure Magazine for June.

Tarring and feathering. as an unofficial 
punishment for crime, is popularly supposed 
in the United States. as well as in the rest 
of the world, to be an American invention, 
dating from the frontier days of the West.

The culprit was to be 
shaven and shorn, boiling pitch poured on 
his head, and feathers shaken thereupon,

the regulations. Any sailor who drew 
blood from another by a willful blow, or who 
struck at a companion with any weapon, was 
to lose his right hand. Any murderer, at sea, 
was to be lashed to the body of his victim 
and thrown overboard; and any one who 
slew a comrade in a drunken brawl ashore 
was to be tied face to face with the dead 
man and buried alive

| TAKING CARE OF BABIES»

Begin training your babies in sound habit 
formation early. Many desirable habits can 
be established during the first three months 
of life. 

Healthy babies do not require a 2-o'clock- 
in-the-morning feeding. Start at three or 
four weeks to deprive him of this feeding. 


Children should have an afternoon sleep 
period until well into their sixth year. 

Establish the habit ‘of early and regular 
bedtime. 

Discourage baby’s habit of depending on 
his bottle. Substitute for it as soon as ad- 
visable the habit of feeding himself with 
appropriate solid food. 

If your child develops the habit of being 
fussy and overparticular about his food, try 
to replace it with the habit of eating what- 
ever is set before him. 


Don't neglect training in habits of bodily 
elimination. Regularity of bowel and bladder 
emptying can be taught early, and benefits 
both mother and child. 

Last of all, remember that weeks and 
months are usually hecessary to instill any 
of these habits. The secret lies in keeping at 
it until. success is indicated. Other mothers 
are doing it every day——-why not you ?——-From 
the Designer Magazine for July.

—™ “She was a big Newfoundland, a member 


of a thegnificent breed that should never have 
been allowed to lose its former popularity. 

Here is the story of her great exploit in 
life-saving: 

The mail steamship “‘Ethie’’ was on the way 
from Battle Harbor in Canadian Labrador to 
the western coast of Newfoundland. On the 
evening of December 9, 1919, the barometer 
gave warning of storm. The captain headed 
for Bonnie Bay harbor, some 20 miles dis- 
tant, there to seek anchorage until better 
weather. 

Long before he could reach this haven the 
storm broke, in spectacular fury, with a hur- 
ricane of snow.

A group of fishermen collected on the rocky 
point 200 yards away, but could not get a 
boat to the stricken ship. The ‘“Ethie’s’’ 
captain tried again and again to send a line 
ashore by tying it to a life preserver in the 
hope that the wind would carry it to the 
rocks. 

But the line was so heavy that the life- 
preserver would travel only half the distance. 
There it bobbed aimlessly in the billows. 
There seemed no possible way of getting it 
ashore. 

Then it was that a fisherman called up 
his great Newfoundland dog, Hero, and told 
her to swim out and get hold of the line 
and tow it ashore. Hero understood. Also

Then by some miracle she managed to 
beat her way through the hammering waves, 
and she reached the line. Catching it in her 


teeth, she swam ashore to where the fisher- 
men were waiting, waist-deep in the surf, to 
take it from her exhausted jaws. . 

It was a simple matter to attach a heavier 
line and to secure one end of it to a jut of 
the cliff, while the crew rigged a boatswain’s 
chair in which the passengers and then them- 
selves could be drawn ,ashore. 

All human force and ingenuity had failed 
to rescue the frozen and seemingly doomed 
occupants of the ship. The valor and 
strength and brain of a dog had succeeded 
where men had failed. 

As a result, ninety-two lives were gaved. 


The first passenger to be sent ashore was a - 


tiny baby, wrapped snugly in a mailsack. 
Next came the other children and the women. 


It was slow work, landing them one at a . 


time, but at the end of nine hours all ona 
board had been saved. Nearly every one ex- 
cept the baby had a hand or foot or some 
other part of the body badly frozen. But, 


thanks. to Hero, they were all of them alive. 
To her and her alone they owed their lives. 
Soon after the rescue, Hero was bought 
from her fisherman owner by Dennis Kane, 
of Wrangall, Alaska, who gave her an hon- 
ored home for the rest of her life. Her pho- 
tograph is on my desk, the likeness of a glo- 
riously handsome dog with the expression of 
eye which tells of her gallant spirit. 
Around her neck, in the photograph, is 
strung. a medal, bearing the figures ‘92,’ 
representing the number of lives she saved on 


the “‘Ethie’”’ that December day in 1919. The © 


medal is in the shape of a keystone. 

Besides this decoration, qa medal and silver 
collar were sent to Hero by the Starry Cross 
of Philadelphia and another medal by the 
Nova Scotia S. P. C. A. and a silver maltese 
cross by a group of returned Canadian sol- 
diers. | 

It is to be doubted that all this glittering 
stuff had any meaning at all to the grand dog. 
Assuredly it meant less to her than the rough 
pat of her master’s hand on her head‘and his 
voice applauding her great deed with a ‘‘Good 
work, old girl.”’

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Consider a Feather. 


When any one says to me that he finds 
little that is marvelous in nature, I long for 
a feather. Not to tickle his nose, but to tickle 
into action his sense of proportion, to the 
end that he may have a true understanding 
of the word marvelous. Consider a feather. 
To be specific. consider one of the flight 
feathers from the wing of a common pigeon. 
I hear you say, ‘“‘What of it? It is simple 
enough, just a quill and vane.” 

But is it so simple? Even the most care- 
less eye can see that actually it is composed 
of feathers within feathers.: There are two 
rows of what are called barbs, springing from 
that horny center quill. Each of these barbs 
is like a tiny feather itself, having in turn 
two rows of what are called barbules. These 
in turn have a series of curved hooks which 
are termed barbicles. These, according to 
Dr. Beebe, work into opposite series of 
grooves so tightly that the air can not force 
its way through the feather. He has delight- 
fully calculated that a wing feather about six 
inches long has about 600 barbs on either 
side, or a total of 1,200 of these little side 
featherlets. Under the microscope no less 
than 275 pairs of barbules will be found on 
one of these featherlets. This gives a total 
of 990,000 separate barbules on this one 
feather. Then add the finer hooklets, or 
barbicles, and the marvel of that feather be- 
comes apparent. 

Like the hair of a mammal and the scale 
of a fish, the feather is a growth from the 
skin. When the feather first appears above 
the skin it is tightly rolled and bound up in 
a sort of sheath. Note the pin feathers on 
a chicken. But with most birds this sheath 
opens up almost at once, or at least in a very 
short time, and the feather flattens out into 
its normal shape. But there are some birds, 
notably the cuckoo and the kingfisher among 
our more common birds, on whom the feath- 
ers remain rolled in the sheath until the 
voung birds are nearly grown. They are 
rather curious looking and no magician has 
ever produced a more remarkable change 
than may occur within just a few hours. The 
sheaths split, the feathers unroll, and the 
birds are in practically full plumage. In the 
accompanying illustration of little kingfishers 
note the feathers on the tops of the heads. 
Some of these have begun to unroll. So, I 


. say as at the beginning—consider a feather. 


Be Humane to Jimmy Skunk. 


All along I have contended that Jimmy 
Skunk is naturally a gentleman and, treated 
as a gentleman, will in turn be true to form. 
‘But how,’ writes a puzzled contributor, 
‘‘can we be polite to him when it is necessary 
to catch him in a trap that he may be re- 
moved where his presence will not be an 
intrusion? A steel trap is not exactly a 
gentlemanly implement of. detention.”’ 

A steel trap is distinctly brutal. If Jimmy 
Skunk, caught in one of these abominations, 
does not carry his resentment to the utmost 
extreme, he is more of a gentleman than any 
one has a right to ask. Here is a method 
for catching hint without hurting either 
Jimmy’s feelings or spoiling the surround. 
ing atmosphere. It is contributed by Mrs. 
Rosa G. Squier, who says that it is the way 
her father used to do it. 

“Fasten a piece of meat to the bottom of 
a light barrel, such as a flour barrel. Place 
the barrel on its side with the open end rest- 
ing on the ground and’ supported near its 
middle by a stick of wood as afulcrum. The 
barrel should be so nicely balanced that the 
weight of the skunk ascending the side of the 
barrel to reach the bak will cause the barrel 
to tip up and take a perpendicular position 
as soon as the animal passes the fulcrum. A 
little testing with the hands will show the: 
unstable position. ‘When Jimmy finds. him- 
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self trapped in the barrel he will make no 
fuss about it, but will possess himself in 
patience. The barrel may be safely picked 
up and carried to any point where it is de- 
sired to release Jimmy. Just put the barrel 
on its side and Jimmy will do the rest and be 
perfectly polite about it. In this way my 
father removed skunks from cellars and 
woodsheds, and many vears ago trapped them 
for their furs. It inflicts no suffering on 
Jimmy and there is no danger to your own 
or your neighbors’ pets. Should a cat be 
lured in by the smell of the meat, she can 
easily scramble or jump out. Steel traps are 
wicked things at best. They are barbaric.” 

I have never seen the barrel trap tried, but 
see no reason why it should not work. A box 


‘trap with a figure 4 arrangement is quite 


as effective and quite as odorless.

Naturalist’s Question Box. 


“Is the grackle a desirable bird, or an un- 
desirable bird?” inquires James KE. Potter. 

That depends. Where the grackles are 
not too numerous, they, like the crows, probh- 
ably do more good than harm. Unfortun- 
ately, the purple grackle has a propensity for 
breaking up the nests of smaller birds and 
sometimes will systematically go through an 
orchard looking for them. Both the eggs and 
fledglings are taken. When one witnesses a 
raid of this kind, one is tempted to turn 
thumbs down. However, this is for a limited 
period only. 

Mrs. Sarah Plumm writes that she was 
one time picking berries in the mountains of 
New Hampshire when she heard a noise, and 
turning, discovered a black bear also picking 
berries. ‘‘I did not run, for I wanted my 
share,’’ says she.

HB final passage of the bill providing 

for the expenditure of $59,000,000 

during the next five years for public 

buildings in Washington, nearly all 
of which are to be placed south of Pennsy!|- 
vania avenue, sets one to building castles in 
the air: Stately marble palaces for the na- 
tion’s business along the whole line of the 
south side of the street in place of the com 
paratively poor and shabby stores which now 
fill the space; private enterprise responding 
to the challenge of public wisdom and cour 
age, with a corresponding row of hotels. 
office buildings and stores facing them on 
the north side: ‘‘the Avenue,” the passage 
from the Capitol to the White House, com- 
pleted in accordance with the original artistic 
plan for the nation’s Capital City. 

By contrast with this picture of the imag 
ination, I am reminded of what [ found, 
while browsing among the books in the Li- 
brary of Congress some time ago in a vol 
ume called ‘‘A Picture of Washington,’ pre 
pared by W. Q. Force as a guide to visitors 
in the early years of the nineteenth century 
In his introductory chapter Mr. Force writes: 
“Tt Is a historical fact that even as far back 
as 1663, more than a century before the 
revolutionary war, the site of the city of 
Washington was laid out and called Rome. 
A gentleman by the name of Pope was the 
proprietor of the soil, and the. Tiber ran 
through his tract.’’ Mr. Force does not givs 
any documentary evidence for the truth of 
this statement, hut he goes on to remark: 
“The stream still flows at the foot of the 
Capitol Hill, and has its ancient name of 
fame.’ It was still flowing at the same place. 
though hidden by the arches which supported 
the cobble pavement of the Avenue, in the 
fifties of the last century. Excavation would 
doubtless show that it still flows where Sec- 
ond street comes to the Avenue, though the 
‘“‘famous name of fame” is forgotten and the 
stream confined to the humble task of as- 
sisting the sewer system of the city. 

In the same introductory chapter of his 
guide book Mr. Force quotes from a letter 
written in the year 1800 by Mr. John Cotton 
Smith, who came to Washington in that vear 
as a representative in Congress from the 
State of Connecticut. Mr. Smith wrote as 
follows: ‘“‘Our approach to the city was ac- 
companied with sensations not easily de- 
scribed. One wing of the Capitol only had 
been erected, which, with the President's 
house a mile distant from it, both constructed 
of white sandstone, were shining objects in 
dismal contrast with the scene around them. 
Instead of recognizing the avenues and 
streets portrayed in the plan of the city, not 
one was visible, unless we. except a road 
with two buildings on each side of it called 
New Jersey avenue. The Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. leading as laid down on paper from the 
Capitol to the presidential mansion. was 
then nearly the whole distance a deep morass 
covered with alder bushes, which were cut 
through the width of the intende@ avenue 
the ensuing winter. Between the President's 
house and Georgetown a block of houses had 
heen erected which then bore and may still 
bear the name of ‘“‘The Six Buildings.’ There 
were also two other blocks consisting of two 
or three dwelling houses, in different direc- 
tions, and now and then an insulated wooden 
nabitation; the intervening spaces and, in- 
deed, the surface of the city generally be- 
ing. covered with shrub oak bushes on the 
higher grounds, and on the marshy soil 
either trees or some sort of shrubbery.” 

In the memory picture of mv _ child- 
nood, from 18590 to 1862, 
two wings, north and south, for the Senate

in its place were the skeleton beams for the 
new dome, to be. in my matured opinion, 
the most heautiful structure of its type in 
the world, and which ought to put the archi-

fame with BruneHeschi, Michelangelo and 


Sir Christopher Wren. 

Instead of the noble stone terraces which 
now adorn the western approach to the Cap- 
itol were steep egrasey slopes; and the 
grounds were surrounded by high iron rail- 
ings, with gate posts of a vellowish sand- 


stone, which posts and railings have been 
scattered at various parts of the Mall, where 
they linger out a useless and unbeautiful 
existence. As one looked northward from the 
west front of the Capitol, those two lonely 
buildings on New Jersey avenue stood out 
distinctly; and there was a legend that one 
of them had once been the residence of one 
of the early Presidents

E boys sometimes quenched our thirst al 


a fountain about the center of the west- 
ern boundary of the Capitol grounds, which 
still flows with water strongly impregnated 
with fron, water which we understood was 
piped from a chalybeate spring at Bladens- 
burg. One of the more facetious of my play- 
mates once answerd a complaint that the 
water was lukewarm with the remark: 
“Well, vou would be warm, too, if you had 
run all the wav from Bladensburg on a hot 
summer day.’’ The Marine band used to give 
concerts in these western grounds of the 
Capitol once every week, and I Avidly re- 
call manv a race from the bandstand to the 
gate, when the strains of ‘“Yankee Doodle” 
announced the end of the entertainment. 

There seemed to me nothing lacking in 
the dignity and beauty of these surroundings 
of the Capitol, and I remember being greatly 
surprised and shocked when a visiting rela- 
tive suggested that the idea of surrounding 
a great public building with grass, trees and 
flowering shrubs was entirely mistaken and 
inappropriate. “Such gq Puelding,’’ he went on 
to say, ‘“‘should be open to the public view 
in all directions with nothing allowed to in- 
terrupt the impression it should make, The 
grass, trees and flowers were beautiful in 
themselves, but should be relegated to parks 
and gardens, and not confused with plazas 
and architectural monuments.” I did not get 
the full force of the criticism at the time; 
but since those days, having seen the won- 
derful plaza of St. Peter's at Rome and the 
great historic palaces and cathedrals of the 
Old World, I have realized how much of their 
effect is due to the withdrawal of al] that 
might interrupt the view, Try to imagine 
St. Mark's at Venice surrounded by a park 
with lofty trees instead of the stately open 
spaces and surrounding corridors of the 
great square. Then try to form a picture of 
the noble west front of the Capitol, the in- 
congruous trees and Shrubs cleared away 
from the view of the towering dome and the 
noble stone terraces, their place being taken 
by a great plaza paved with marble blocks, 
fountains: playing, .and colossal statues of 
Clay, Webster, Adams, Randolph, Douglass 
Calhoun and other statesmen of House and 
Senate, whose oratuvry really determined 
great public policies in their times. Such 
would surely be a fitting introduction to the 
“Government avenue,’ which the street con- 
necting the Capitol and the White House 
ought to be. 

There was certainly little to suggest such 
dignity and beauty in the Pennsylvania ave- 
nue of my boyish days. From the Capitol 
gate to Third street was then as now the 
Botanic garden on the south side and un- 
distinguished stores and lodging houses on 
the north; though probably these latter may 
have been more respectable than now, because 
not so old. ‘At the corner of Third street 
stood the building of what was then known 
as the St. Charles hotel, with its really beau- 
tiful portico of columns of the rare Petomac 
marble, the material which gave such upique 
distinction to the old Senate and House cham- 
bers, now occupied by the Supreme Court and 
the-statues of favorite sons of the different 
States. This small hotel was, in the early 
days, a rather favorite hostelry for govern- 


ment offictals, but had fallen from that high 
estate. 
Between Third and Four-and-a-half streets 


nothing remains in memory except the plain 
hut suitable building then occupied by the 
Congressional Globe, which performed the 
function now carriéd on by the Congressiona! 
Record, printed at the government printing 
office, of making the official report of the pro 
ceedings of Congress. This building stil} 
stands. and the various cheap private struc- 
tures in the rest of the block on both sides 
of the Avenue, have left no record in memory 
and seem to be unchanged in general charac- 
ter and lack of distinction. 

The little street, two blocks long, from 
the Avenue to what we called the City hall. 
nut now known as the District courthouse, has 
heen given the dignified title of John Mar- 
shall place, suggested by the legal atmosphere 
of the courthouse and the neighboring Jaw 
offices. In the old days !t bore the singular 
name of Four-and-a-half, which still clings 
to its southern extension to the river shore, 
or to what we called the arsenal, which is 
now known as the War college. The strange 
lack of tmagination, or shall I sav the mental 
indolence of the authorities, has foisted upon 
the public this monstrosity of nomenclature 
in the case of a few other short streets com 
ing between the regular numbers. In this par- 
ticular instance there was a real difficulty 
arising from the placing of the City hall build. 
ing in the block between Fourth and Fifth 
streets and the meeting at that point of the 
two short avenues, Louisiana and Indiana 
This combination seems to have hindered the 
cutting through of the two streets from these 
avenues to the Mall, and it was desirable to 
have a street leading to the main front of the 
new building. Hence the decision to com- 
promise between Fourth and Fifth with Four- 
and-a-half; a decision reflecting more credit on 
the mathematical ability than on the common 
sense of the city managers of the time. 

* + . 

HE Fendall office building at the corner of 
John Marschall place and Indiana avenue, 

has a special interest for old Washingtonians, 
as its site is that of the home of Mr. Fen- 
dall, one of the leading lawyers of the early 
days, and whose brilliant family of sons and 
daughters carried on the tradition of their 
father’s distinction. His son Reginald suc- 
ceeded to his father’s prominent place in the 
Washington bar, and by his marriage to Miss 
Galt allied the family with another of the 
famous names in Washington business circles. 

That neighborhood was referred to in the 
first installment of my ‘‘Memories of Wash- 
ington’’ as one of the important residence dis- 
tricts in the ’50s and ‘608; and a study of 
the old houses still standing there and once 
oecupied by prominent citizens would bring 
out a good deal of interesting material. I 
must, however, return now to the Avenue, 
stopping for a moment at the two churches; 
the old First Presbyterian, looking exactly. as 
it did in my boyhood, but doomed, as I hear, 
to yield at last to the pressure of the west- 
ward movement, and the Metropolitan Meth- 
odist Episcopal at the corner of C street. This 
belongs really to a period just a little later, 
as it was built during Grant's administration, 
and is memorable for its association with him 
and later with McKinley and with Gen. and 
Mrs. Logan. Ina recent interesting article on 
the history of this church I failed to find, or 
perhaps overlooked, any reference to its. first 
pastor, Dr. Newman, who was always a spe- 
cial favorite with Gen. Grant, and whose un- 
usual eloquence gave that famous pulpit a 
reputation well suited to the chimes, the 
first in Washington, which morning and eve- 
ning called people to its services. In visiting 
that church not very long ago I was much 
interested in the memorial tablet dedicated 
to Mr. Andrew Duvall, whose name is evi- 
dently most honorably associated with the de- 
velopment and activities of that congregation. 
One of the boys in the Rittenhouse academy in 
my time was Andrew Duvall, and I wonder if 
all but I have reached the stage of memorial

tablets. If there are any old pupils of Mr. 
Wight yet living in Washington who may see 
these words, I challenge them to join me in 
organizing an association of the boys of the 
famous old school, to meet and taik over old 
times, and at least in our minds and hearts 
to erect a memorial to the teachers who did 
so much for us. 

Coming back to the Avenue. we are at 
once confronted with the building erected by 
the Colonization society in the day of Its 
greatest Importance, when the recognition of 
the new Republic of Liberia gave to the sup- 
porters of that enterprise some real encour- 
agement to belleve that they were promoting 
something that would open to the United 
States a way out from the embarrassments of 
their involvement in the slavery system. As 
things have turned out, the building might 
well be characterized in the words which 
Charlies Dickens applied to the whole city in 
1842, as ‘a mouument to a deceased project.” 

The two blocks between Four-and-a-half 
and Seventh streets contained on the north 
side of the Avenue some of the most impor- 
tant private bulldings‘ of the é¢ity of that 
time. Some of these still stand, but have 
largely lost their relative distinction. Galt's 
jewelry store was here. The building stands 
unchanged, but given over to the uses of a 
cheap hotel or lodging house, since Galt 
vielded to the pressure of the westward urge, 
and moved his store to the block between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets, though still in- 
viting his customers to come to the Avenue. 
The old National hotel continues to invite Its 
patrons to the corner of the Avenue and Sixth 
street, and Brown's Marble hotel with the 
more pretentious name of the Metropolitan, 
holds its position as one of the most stately 
buildings of the neighborhood. 

It was the presence of the branch of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio canal which led to the 
placing of the Center market on its banks 
between Seventh and Ninth streets. It seems 
probable that the putting through of that 
canal may have helped materially in draining 
the marsh which Mr. Smith, in 1800, saw 
where the Avenue was expected to be. In 
my time boats could bring vegetables and 
fruits from Maryland and Virginia farms by 
means of this canal to the market; and a 
good share of its business was done by coun- 
try people who offered all sorts of wares on 
the sidewalks around the market buildings: 
hot boiled hominy and horse cakes, laure! 
blossoms and mayfiowers or trailing arbutus, 
as well as the usual market vegetables and 
fruits. It was sometimes my privilege to go 
with my mother on the market day, and the 
privilege was one not to be despised. There 
was always a colored lad waiting for the job 
of carrying the big market basket, and my 
part in the expedition was the easv one of 
enjoying the pleasant sights and smells and 
greeting my schoolmates some of whom would 
generally be there. Washington in those days 
was just a big overgrown village, and going 
to market was like the afternoon concerts of 
the Marine band, a favorite social occasion, 
where one would be likely to meet neighbors 
and friends, and a good part of the morning 
hour would be spent in pleasant gossip. Peo- 
ple, of course, had their favorites among the 
dealers in the various stands. With us Mr. 
Hoover was the one to whom we generally 
went for meats, and we always got our butter 
and eggs from Mr. Oyster; generally planning 
to have our journey among the dealers end 
with one or the other of these merchants, 
whose children and grandchildren are still 
supplying the people of Washington with the 
same necessities. 

* +. a + 
HE intersection of C street with the Avenue 
between Seventh and Ninth, then as 
now, made a rather prominent location for 
retail business; but the one establishment 
which remains distinctly in memory, singu- 
larly enough for a norma! boy, is Perry's dry- 


goods store at the corner of Ninth. The name 


suggests one of the vastly important changes 
in business methods from that day to this.

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Theres were no department stores in those 
days, but the various forms of business which 
fill the great establishments of the present 
day were strictly separated, and one would 
never dream of buying books or furniture or 
ready-made ciothing at the same place with 
dress goods or jewelry Perry’s was, as I 
remember it, strictly a ladies’ shopping place 
for silks, satins and other dress fabrics and a!] 
sorte of white goods, 80 called. The corner 
building, about one-third of the Parker- 
Bridget establishment, held the complete 
stock of Perry's store 

Ninth street had not 
Seventh as a business thoroughfare. The 
only buildings I recall there are the two 
churches, both in the near neighborhood of 
F street; the Methodist Protestant, whose 
bullding still stands, I think. but secularized 
in its use, and the Fourth Presbyterian, just 
north of the patent office between G and H 
Dr. John C. Smith (no one ever dreamed of 
calling him Mr.) was for many vears its pas 
tor, and the few whose meMories g0 back 
with mine to those days will surely recall! his 
typical figure, typical of the old-fashioned 
Presbyterian clergyman. Tall, with sallow 
complexion, always with black frock coat. 
white cravat (not tie, but cravat) and high 
pointed standing collars, clean shaven face 
when beards were generally worn, he could 
never havé been mistaken for anything but 
just what he was. He was a Strong preacher. 
and alwavs a man of influence in the cominn- 
nity. Rev. J. T. Kelly, associate pastor in 
Dr. Smith's last vears, succeeded him in the 
pastorate, and led the congregation in its 
moving to the corner of Thirteenth and Fuair- 
mont streets. where he has completed the 
phenomenal pastorate of 50 years, and where 
he still remains in close relation with the 
church aS pastor emeritus. 

Memory fails to supply anything very defi- 
nite as to the block from Ninth to Tenth 
street, beyond the impression that in genera! 
the buildings were of a fairly creditable char- 
acter, and that here was the Metzerott musi- 
cal establishment, which:shered that businass 
with Ellis, whose early location [I can not 
recall, though I remember distinctly hia later 
building in the block between Eleventh and 
Twelfth. I think it was somewhere in this 
part of the Avenue that James Y. Davis sold 
hats, but who was of special interest to me 
as the father of Sam Davis, one of the older 
boys in Mr. Wight’s school in my time. The 
business was carried on after Mr. Davis’ death 
under the name of J. Y. Davis’ Sons, and on 
my occasional visits to Washington in later 
vears I seldom failed to find Sam at his post 
of duty there, and always cordially willing to 
talk over old days at school. One of the dis- 
appointments of my return to Washington in 
1920 was the failure to find this store and 
the consequent conviction that Sam, with so 
many other old friends, had gone to join the 
mafority. 

In Tenth street, north of the Avenue, was 
the Baptist church of which the Rev. Mr. Hill, 
son-in-law of the great banker, Corcoran. 
was the pastor. There was another Baptist

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church on Thirteenth street between G and H. - 


Washington in those days was. occasionally 
visited by severe thunder and lightning and 
wind storms, and | distinctly rememner 
watching from a rear window of our home 
at Thirteenth and F the steeple of that church 
rocking in the wind of such a storm and 
finally crashing down through the roof to the 
utter destruction of the building. That catas- 
trophe led to the union of the congregation 
with that of the Tenth street church, and that 
union led to the abandonment of the Tenth 
street building when the united congregations 
decided to build another and better house for 
their future services. The Tenth street build- 
ing was then offered for sale; was purchased 
by a Baltimore theatrical manager named 
Ford, and under the name of Ford’s theater, 
for a few vears competed with the old Na- 
tional for the favor of the theater-going peo- 
ple of Washington. In this theater occurred

the path of the Avenue and hiding the White 
House from the approaching citizen. the great 
building was set, and there it is likely to re- 
main. 

The beautiful south portico, one of the most 
impressively satisfying structures in the 
world, and the monumental statues of Hamil- 
ton and Sherman constitute an imposing end 
for the “Government Avenue;”’’ more impos- 
ing than would have been the White House 
grounds and. building. No one, probably, 
would seriously propose the removal of the 
great and beautiful Treasury. building. for 
the sake of literal conformity to the original 
plan. But may the:‘commissioners in charge 
he guided not to sprinkle the new buildings 
about the space “‘south of the Avenue,’’ but 
rather to acquire the property still in private 
hands on the south side df the street, and 
give us a real “Government Avenue” of diz- 
nified and beautiful buildings with appropri- 
ate surroundings. So prays one citizen of 
Washington. 

An interesting story, touching all phases of 
our national life and representing all sections 
eould be written of the great parades which 
have passed up and down this Avenue in the 
last hundred vears. Presidents have ridden 
down the Avenue to the Capitol, to give their 
oath of faithful performance of the duties of 
their great office, 4nd have ridden back to 
begin the fulfillment of that oath accompanied 
hoth ways by troops of citizen soldiery. Some- 
times the lifeless forms of those who have 
died in office by disease or assassination have 
been borne down the Avenue with muffled 
drums and reversed arms of the soldiers, to 
lie in state under the great: dome. I must 
mention again the troops who answered Lin- 
coln’s first call and whom I watched march- 
ing up the Avenue to greet the President, and 
assure him of their readiness to do battle for 
liberty, and union; the gentlemen from New 
York, the Seventh and Seventy-first regi- 
ments, in their natty dress uniforms, the more 
plainly dressed, but splendidly equipped regi- 
ments from Rhode Island, with Gov. Sprague 
and Gen. Burnside; the Ellsworth fire zou- 
aves, the Sixty-ninth regiment of New York 
lrish-Americans, and the Seventy-ninth High- 
landers, in their Scotch plaids and kilts; the 
lumbermen from the Maine woods, and the 
(;erman-American riflemen. Up‘that same 
Avenue marcheg the soldiers returning vic- 
torious from the battlefields of the war be- 
tween the States.

SAW the inaugural parade when Garfield 

was made President, and when to me the 
most notable feature of the pageant was the 
presence in that marching company «¢ the 
group of Southern gentlemen from Virginia, 
the famous Richmond Blues, there as living 
witnesses of the passing of the bitterness of 
the old struggle and prophets of the days to 
come when men from the South and men from 


the North should march side bv side to give 
freedom to Cuba, and then to save Europe 
and the world 
German military machine. So on the. broad 
pavement of the Avenue nowhere else has 
heen written the history .of our country in 
the past. and there, too, will be recorded the 
history of its future. 

In the days before the coming of the auto- 
mobile, the Avenue was a great promenade 
for distinguished and undistinguished citizens 
of Washington. Particularly at the hour 
when the government departments closed 
their doors, the same crowd, only minus the 
feminine element. which now rushes to the 
street cars or races homeward in the motor 
cars. would he seen leisurely strolling along 
the broad sidewalks of the Avenue. Ever. 
person famous in the government might be 
seen in that company; Presidents and ex 
Presidents, cabinet ministers, diplomats and 
heads of departments. Sometimes, in those 
days one might see the picturesque form of 
the ‘‘good gray poet,’ Walt Whitman, or 
other men and women of note. 

Almost every afternoon the famous old 
Washington would-be dandy and disreputable 
but easily forgiven deadbeat, Bea: Hickman, 
would graciously greet vou as he passed. One 
of the tales comMonly told about this noto- 
rious character contains questionable fea- 
tures if studied as to its accordance with 
exact fact, but well illustrates the methods by 
which he maintained his picturesque career. 
His top hat having hecome ¢o shabby that 
he felt the necessity of its renewal, and he 
having reason to think that he could secure 
a new one through some easy-mark acquaint- 
ance in Baltimore, he enters a train with a 
card closely resembling the usual ticket stuck 
in the hat ribbon. As the conductor enters 
the car Beau puts his head out of the window 
and is closely engaged in watching the land- 
scape. When the, conductor touches his el- 
bow to gain his attention, Beau jerks his 
head from the window, his hat is knocked 
off and the pseudo ticket is lost forever. 
Probably nwo conductor on the Baltimore and 
Ohio system would have refused to pass Beau 
under the circumstances, and he could safely 
be left to devise his own scheme for a free 
passage back to Washington. How Beau Hick- 
man carried on till old age, and under what 
conditions he at last shuffled off.this morta! 
coil, I should like to learn. My impression 
of him is that he was a harmless sort of vaga- 
bond, with just enough self-respect to insist 
on being decently clothed, and powers of per- 
suasion and invention sufficient to carry him 
through without serious loss to any of his 
easy-natured patrons and helpers. 

A very different and even more conapicu- 
ous figure, always to be seen on the Avenue 
in those days, was that of Dr. Mary Walker, 
the pioneer of feminine dress reform. In her 
closely-fitting black frock coat and trousers, 
carrying a natty walking stick, she was a

continuous and eonspicuous protest against 
the monstrous absurdities of feminine dress 
in those davs. It was the time of enormous 
erinoline, closely followed by’ the even. more 
atrocious fashion of bustles and street-sweep- 
ing trains. Dr. Walker's costume was per- 
fectiv modest, decent and comfortable. The 
only reasonable objection to it was its imita- 
tion of masculine fashions. There were vari- 
ous efforts on the part of. conservative au- 
thorities to exercise some kind of discipline 
against her; hut they all were wrecked by the 
manifest innocence and philanthropic charac- 
ter of her motives, and she continued to make 
her protest against the absurdities of femi- 
nine dress while she lived. 

Soon after our return to Washington in 
1920, an old friend was driving us about the 
city, showing us the most noteworthy fea- 
tures As he turned into the Avenue from 
the Mall he said: ‘‘Now keep your eves 
straight ahead, look neither to the right nor 
the left.” So we did, with the beautiful 
dome before us, until we turned into the east 
plaza of the Capitol, and could look at its 
superb facade. May the day come when he 
who is jealous for the beauty and dignity of 
the national city will not have to shut his 
eves a8 he passes over the great thoroughfare 
from the Capitol to the Treasury.

TREVENTING CANCER OF THE| 
MOUTH. 


When he examines his patient's 
mouth, the dentist sees more than 
the teeth. He must recognize the 
injurious effects that abnormal 
teeth, artificial or real, may pro- 
duce. When necessary, he warns 
against such serious dafigers, be- 
cause they often lead to cancer of 
the mouth. 

The upper teeth of a stock and 
bond salesman were elongated and 
projected so that every time he 
talked he bit his lip. The inflamed 
mark could be seen on his lip. 
This continued irritation developed 
into cancer. It was unfortunate 
that the condition was originally 
neglected, because it could have 
heen prevented intwo ways——by @x- | 
tracting the offending teeth and son 
placing them with a plate, or by | 
straightening them through the use 
of applxunces. 

A country storekeeper had a low- 
cr plate that was constantly shift- | 
ing and irritating his gums. First 
the gums became sore, then hard- 
ened, and finally cancer of the jaw 
set in. His life was despaired of, | 
but by cutting away half of his jaw 
it was saved, although the opera- 
tion left him with mutilated fea- 
tures. This cancer could have 
been averted by, having the plate 
made correctiv in the first place 
and then having it trimmed down 
so that it would not irritate the | 
tissues.

Cancer From Abscess. 


For two years an 8-year-old boy 
had an abscessed six-year molar in 
his mouth. When he was brought | 
to the dentist a hard growth was| 
noticed on the gums. This growth | 
was removed and a section placed | 
under a microscope for examina- 
tion. It was found to be the be- 
ginning of a cancer and the growth 
Was removed at once from the boy’s 
mouth so that there was no serious 
after effects. Had this growth, ac- 
cidentally discovered, been allowed 
to remain in his mouth, it would 
probably have developed into a 
malignant cancer. 

A school teacher had two broken | 
down roots in the lower jaw. She} 
was advised to have these roots| 
taken out, but as she dreaded the)! 
the operation } 
was delayed. Meanwhile the roots, 
kept chipping off, the gums became 
inflamed and sore. Eventually the 
tissue broke down and developed 
into a cancer that caused the loss 
of her life. 

A vaudeville actress had a certain 
point in one cheek pinched between 
two of her teeth every time she 
closed her mouth. She paid no at- 
tention to it and the irritation con- 
tinued until a cancer formed at the 
point of injury. Had she gone to 
her dentist when she first felt the 
teeth rubbing against her cheek, he 
would have ground off the sharp 
points that were doing the damage. 
If this was inadvisable, extracting 
the offending teeth would have pre- 
vented this cancerous condition.

irritation. 

Once these seemingly simple 
growths have gotten into the sur- 
rounding tissues, or cells from the 
growth have entered the blood ves- 
sels or lymphatics, to be carried to 
distant parts of the body, there to 
take root and grow, the condition 
becomes hopeless and the patient 
must pay the penalty for his pro- 
crastination. 

The operation for removal of 
these small growtks is comparative- 
ly simple and leaves little or no 
disfigurement. Delay usually means 
a radical operation which is fre- 
quently mutilating and dangerous 
and offers the patient much less 
chance of a permanent cure. 

In this connection, Dr. Judd of 
the Mayo clinic says: ‘‘Dentists can 
do a great deal to prevent cancer 
of the mouth, and all broken and 
roughened edges of teeth must be 
removed. Cleanliness in the care 
of the teeth must be insisted upon.”

Lisps in Speech. 


Q. I have been wearing an upper 
plate for 15 years in comfort. Two 
weeks ago I had to have a new one 
made. It fits fine and is comfor- 
table in every respect except that I 
noticed a decided lisp in my speech. 
This lisp is especially embarrassing 
when I am out in company. Is there 
anything that I can do to remove 
this speech defect?-——E, G. 

A. If the plate is properly made, 
the lisp will disappear in a few 
weeks. It is often more difficult to 
become accustomed to a new plate, 
after having worn one for a consid- 
erable time, than when the teeth are 
recently extracted. The tongue, lips 
and cheeks have adapted themselves 
to the old plate. When a new plate 
is made, the tongue has to become 
accustomed to the new environment 
created by the plate. Hence the 
speech defect.

Q. Several years ago, I had an 
upper bridge fastened on four 
teeth.

A. If the four remaining teeth 
are in good health, it is possible to 
keep them and use them as clasps 
for a partial plate which can be 
made to fill the cleft in the palate. 
If these teeth are diseased, they 
should be removed and a full plate 
made which can be designed to 
work out satisfactorily. 


Nature's Plan. 


Q. Recently, I had some artf{- 
ficial teeth made and noticed that 
the upper front teeth extend over 
the lower ones when I close my 
jaws. It has always been my im- 
pression that the teeth should meet 
when closed. Are these plates 
made right? Why do the upper 
teeth extend over the lower teeth? 
—S. E. H. 

A. The plates are made right. 
Placing the teeth in this relation 
gives a scissors action so that the 
food can be cut and chewed. If 
the teeth were placed end to end, 
it would be possible only to tear the 
food and not to cut it.

DRESSING WOUNDS. 
HIS is the method used by the 
oy surgeons of the Pullman com- 
pany in treating cuts and 
ordinary wounds, according to Dr. 
R. J. Demotte: The skin around the 
wound is cleaned with benzine or 
alcoho). If it is a rather large 
wound, tincture of iodine is painted 
on the skin. No iodine is put into 
the wound itself. The wound is 
then opened wide with forceps. The 
surfaces are sponged with small 
gauze sponges saturated with 50 
per cent alcohol or boric solution or 
Strong alcohol is not 
The sponging must be done 
If there are pockets in the 
wound that can not be readily 
reached in this way, they are clean- 
ed by means of a little cotton on a 
toothpick or applicator. The cotton 
‘is saturated with sterile water or 
alcohol. 


If the wound has shreds or 
ragged edges and walls, these are 


used. 


“trimmed smooth with scissors. The 


wound is then loosely close either 
by sutures or by adhesive strips. If 
it ig deep and irregular, a small 
strip of cellosilk is kept in the 


wound as a drain for a day or two. 
The whole is then loosely covered 
with a sterile, warm, wet dressing. 
This is moistened with hot water 
‘every two or three hours. Some- 
times hot towels are kept over bad 
wounds for two or three days. 
In this treatment the wound it- 
self is not sterilized by any chem. 
The weak alcohol 
or boric acid solutions are cleansing 
agents and not disinfectants. Using 
fodine as an antiseptic on the: near- 
by skin does no good. Using it on 
the bruised tissues of the’ wound 
does harm. The ‘wound itself 
is disinfected by the blood and 
serum which oozes into it and

Demottes says the Carriel-Dakin 
method of wound treatment which 
was so much used during the war 
did good because the chemical kept 
the wounds oozing. The ooze, and 
not the chemicals, disinfected the 
wound. 

It will be remembered that dur- 
ing the war the salt treatment of 
wounds became popular. It was 
not claimed that the salt in the 
wound sterilized it. The conten- 
tion was that it kept up an oozing 
and, in that way sterilization was 
brought about. 

In an article in Manufacturers’ 
News on ‘First Aid or Worst,’’ 
Capt. R. G. Fisher tells of his ex- 
perience in inspecting first aid cabi- 
nets in manufacturing plants. Most 
of them contain iodine, but in 99 
per cent of the cabinets the iodine 
is black and spoiled. He some- 
times finds mercurochrome which 
has spoiled. More often than not 


the chemicals in these cabinets are |'= 


not fit to use. 

The Pullman method avoids 
that danger by avoiding chemicals. 
The claim is that the nature method 
of disinfection is better than the 
chemical method, even when chem- 
icals are at their best.
